of ky afford an exact liſt of the Biſhops of Scotland, is next to an im- 

poſſibility. Almoſt all the authors who mention them, differ from 
each other ſo much that the truth is extremely difficult to be got at. 
This is the leſs to be wondered at, when it is conſidered, that the country, 
for many centuries after the eſtabliſhment of Chriſtianity, was deſolated 
with inteſtine broils and foreign invaſions ; and in the midſt of a rude 
and barbarous people, it cannot be ſuppoſed that religious houſes were 
regarded as ſacred by the ſtrongeſt party, when revenge or plunder 
ſuited their inclination or ſchemes. The records of moſt of the religious 
fraternities in this country were, at different times, either deſtroyed, or 
carried off : ſo that a catalogue of its Biſhops can only be gueſſed at 
from charters they have granted, or been witneſſes to; and even the 
public archives give but a feeble aſſiſtance for ſome centuries after the 
eſtabliſhment of Biſhops.—But to proceed : In Scotland there were two 
Archbiſhopricks, viz. St Andrew's and Glaſgow; and twelve Biſhop- 
ricks, viz. Aberdeen, Argyll, Brechin, Caithneſs, Dumblane, Dun- 
keld, Edinburgh, (which was erected into a See, ſo late as 1633, by 
King Charles I.), Galloway, the Iſles, Moray, Orkney, and Roſs. Al- 
though Glaſgow was erected into an Archiepiſcopal See, St Andrew's 
was always accounted the Metropolitan gee of Scotland; and, before it 
arrived at the dignity of an Archbiſhoprick, reſiſted, with great ſpirit, 
all the attempts of the Archbiſhops of York-in England to become the 
Metropolitan of Scotland. The Sees of Argyll, Galloway, and the 
Iſles, were ſuffragans to Glaſgow ; all the others to St Andrew's, 


The Sex of St AxpREw's. 


The legendary tale of tranſporting ſome of the relics of the Apoſtle 
St Andrew from the city of Patræ in Achaia, is recorded by all the 
ancient Scots hiſtorians ; ſo that it is neceſſary to mention what is ſaid 
of the matter, as it was not only the means of founding this See, but 
of introducing Chriſtianity into Scotland. Regulus, a Greek Monk, 
living at Patræ, a city of Achaia, (by whom the relics of St Andrew 
« the X poſtle were preſerved and kept), about the year 370, was warn- 
ed in a vifion by night, (three nights before the Emperor Conſtantius 
© came to the city with purpoſe to tranſlate theſe relics to Conſtanti- 
„ nople), to goto the ſhrine in which the relics were kept, and to take 
* out thereof the arm-bone, three fingers of the right hand, a tooth, 
„and one of the lids of the Apoſtle's knees, which be ſhould carefully 
„ preſerve, and carry with him to a region towards the weſt, ſituate in 
«© the utmoſt parts of the. world. Regulus, at firſt troubled with the 
„ ſtrangeneſs of the viſion, after a little time, reſolved to obey. So, 
putting the relics in a little box, he went to ſea, taxing copartners 
6 with him, Damianus, a Preſbyter, Gelafius and Cubaculus, two Deacons, 
„eight Hermits, and three devout Virgins. . After long ſtorms, tbe 
vellel was at laſt driven into the bay near the place where St Andrew's 
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* now ſtands, and there was totally wrecked upon a rock ; but Regulus 
„ and his companions were all brought fafe aſhore, having nothing left

- Dunkeld is a ſmall town in Athol, a ſubdiviſion of Perthſhire, fitua- 
ted on the river Tay, fifteen miles north of Perth. Conſtantine III. 
King of the Picts, founded a monaſtery here of Culdees, about the year 
729, which was dedicated to St Columba, the patron Saint of that na- 
tion. King David, or, as he is called, St David, expelled the Culdees, 
and changed their church into. a Cathedral for the Biſhop, when he 
founded the See here about the year 1127.

| Various and uncertain are the accounts of the founding of the See 
of Orkney. Conſidering that the Orkney and Shetland iſlands were 
ſubject ſometimes to the Norwegians _ to the Scots, little 
authenticated matter can be expected. The ſeat of the See was at 
Kirkwall, and ſo beyond the reach of the Covenanters, who, no doubt, 
if they had had it in their power, would have made it feel the levelling 
hand of reformation. The church was dedicated to St Servanus, and 
ſtill remains entire, and, with Glaſgow, are the only two Cathedral 
churches in Scotland that eſcaped the vindictive fury of the mob. The 
foundation of this See is by fome aſcribed to St 9 who had 
been ordained a Biſhop by St Palladius, and ſent to the Scots by Pope 
Celeſtine I. in the * of the fifth century. Others again ſay 
that St Colm was the founder. The following liſt cannot be ſaid to

The Sts of GLrasGow. . 


The foundation of the See of Glaſgow is a matter in which very few 
hiſtorians agree; that it is, next to St Andrew's, of the higheſt antiquity 
of any See in Scotland, is beyond doubt. But who the founder was, 1s 
no where with any certainty mentioned. Kennet, in his-Parochial An- 
tiquities, ſays, that it was founded by St Kentigern, alias Mungo, in 
the year 560. Some doubt whether Kentigern was Biſhop of Glaſgow, 
and ſay, he was only a holy and religious man, who had a cell there, and 
whoſe ſanctity was held in ſuch high veneration, that when the Cathe- 
dral church of this See was dedicated, it was to St Mungo. Some au- 
thors call him Confeſſor. Dr Helyn, ſpeaking of the See of St Aſaph 
in Wales, ſays, that See was founded by St Kentigern in 583, a Scot, 
and then Biſhop of Glaſgow. In that See he was the firſt Biſhop ; and 
on his return to Scotland, he was ſucceeded as Biſhop by St Aſaph, to 
whora the Cathedral church there is dedicated. From this it may be 
inferred, that St Rentigern, alias Mungo, founded the See of Glaſgow, 
and was the firſt Biſhop thereof; and when a Cathedral church of ſufh- 
cient grandeur was finiſhed, it might be dedicated to St Mungo, the 
founder of the See. St David, King of Scotland, (who may be ſuppo- 
led verſant in ecclebaſtical matters), calls St Kentigern, Biſhop, in tha

The want of records leaves a great blank in the Biſhops of this See, as 
none are to be found from St Kentigern, in 560, to John, in 1115. Per- 
haps the ravages of the Danes might have deſtroyed the church, and 
murdered or drove off the religious ſettled here, and that King Alex- 
ander I. only reſtored the See. Suppoſing this to be the caſe, we ſhall 


reckon the Biſhops from John in 1115. 
This Sce was 3 of great extent, till the See of Edinburgh was 
rtly taken out of it. But, in its diminiſhed ſtate, it comprehended 
38 Dumbarton, Ayr and Renfrew, Dumfries, Peebles, Selkirk, 
Roxburghſhire, and a part of Berwickſhire.

John Scot, Biſhop of Dunkeld, a pious and worthy Prelate, finding 
his See ſo large that he could not pay that attention to it that his con- 
ſcience dictated to him was his duty, made a repreſentation thereof to 
the Court of Rome; and accordingly, Pope Innocent III. disjoined 
from his dioceſe all that now conſtitutes the ſhire of Argyle, on the 
main land, together with ſome of the weſtern iſlands, particularly the 
iſland of Leſmore, which was to be the Biſhop's ſeat of this new See. 
From this the Biſhops of Argyle are frequently ſtyled Biſhops of Leſ- 
more, 2 | 

The Church was dedicated to St Molocus, who lived about the 1160, 
and his bones were tranſlated to that iſland.

The SEE of GarLlowar. 


This is a very ancient See, and is ſaid to be founded by St Ninian, 
Biſhop, who converted many of the inhabitants to the Chriſtian reli- 
ion, about the end of the 5th, and beginning of the 6th century. He 
puilt a Church of white ſtone, in honour of St Martin, Biſhop ; and 
from it the place took its name, Whitern, or Whitehorn, as it is now 
called; and the Biſhops of Galloway, in Latin, are wrote Candida Caſa. 
The Chapter of this See were Canons regular of the priory of Witern, 
founded by Fergus, Lord of Galloway, in the reign of King David. 
This dioceſe comprehended Wigtonſhire, and the ſtewartry of Kirk- 
eudbright. :

The Sz of the IsLts. 


This See formerly contained not only the /Ehudz or Weſtern Iſles, 
but the Iſle of Man, which for near 400 years, has been a ſeparate 
Biſhoprick. The Prelates of this dioceſe had three places of reſidence, 
viz. the Ifle of Icolumkill, Man, and Bute; and in ancient writs, are 
promiſcuouſly ſtyled Epiſcopi Manniee et Inſularum, Epiſcopi Æbudarum, 
and Epiſcopi Sodoren/ir, which laſt title is ſtill retained by the Biſhops 
of the Iſles, and the Biſhops of the Iſle of Man; and the reaſon of this 
ſtyle is as follows: The iſland of Ily, or J, or Jonah, was in former 
ages, a place famous for ſanctity and learning, and very early became 
the ſeat of a Biſhop : This little iſland was likewiſe denominated Ico- 
lumkill, from St Columba, (the companion of St Patrick), founding 
a monaſtery here in the ſixth century, which was the mother of above 
100 other monaſteries, ſituated in different parts of Great Britain and 
reland, From the many learned men who came to ſtudy here, ſuch 
as, St Aidan, St Finan, St Colman, St Columba, St Adamnama, the 
Ficts and Engliſh Saxons of the north owe their converſion to Chriſti- 
anity. 
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anity. The Scots uſed long ago to commit the education of the pre, 
ſumptive heir of the Crown to the care of the Biſhops of this See; and 
fo holy was the Iſland of Icolumkill reckoned, that moſt of the Scottiſh 
Monarchs were buried there. The Cathedral Church was dedicated to 
our Saviour, for whom the Greek word is Soter ; hence Soterenſit, and 
now corrupted to Sodorenſis *. The civil wars that raged amongſt the 
Scots enabled the Danes and Norwegians to ſeize the Iſle of Man; and 
about the year 1097 or 1098, Donald Bane, an uſurper, who then fat 
on the throne of Scotland, treacherouſly put the Norwegians in the 

ſſeſſion of the Weſtern Iſlands, for the aſſiſtance they had given him, 
Fe is probable, that theſe foreigners tranſplanted the ſeat of the See en- 
tirely to the Iſle of Man. They were at l expelled from all their 
uſurped dominions. During the great conteſt between the houſes of 
Bruce and Baliol for the throne of Scotland, King Edward III. of 
England made himſelf maſter of the Ifle of Man, and it has remained 
an appendage of the Crown of England ever ſince. The Lords of the 
Iſle of Man ſet up Biſhops of their own, and the Scottiſh Monarchs 
continued their Biſhops of the Iſſes, of which records are but imperfeR, 

This See contained all Buteſhire, and moſt of the Weſtern Iſlands.

King James VI. ordained the Chancellor to have the firſt place and 
rank in the nation, ratione aſſicii, by virtue whereof he preſided in the 
Parliament, and in all courts of judicature. After the reſtoration of 
King Charles II. by a particular declaratory law, Parliament iſt, the 
Lord Chancellor was declared, by virtue and right of his office, Prefi- 
dent it all the meetings of Parliament, or other public judicatures of 
the kingdom. Although this act was made to declare the Chancellor 
Prefident of the Exchequer, as well as other courts ; yet in 1663 the 
King declared the Treaſurer to be Preſident of that court. |

HIS Office was eſtabliſhed in Scotland upon King James L's return 

to Scotland from his long captivity in England. He then made a 
High Treaſurer, as well as a C — 4 who was now confined ſolely 
to the government of the boroughs. The King's revenue being entirely 
in the management of the Treaſurer, his buſineſs was to examine and 
paſs the accounts of the Sheriffs, and others concerned in levying the 
revenues of the kingdom: He alſo received reſignations of lands, and 
other ſubjects, in ule to be reſigned into the King's hands, and to re- 
viſe, compound, and paſs ſignatures, gifts, tutory, &c, all which is 
now committed to the Court of Exchequer in Scotland. 

In 1617, the Treaſurer is ranked by King James VI. as the firſt Of- 
ficer of State; and, in 1623, when he determined the precedency of 
his Counſellors, he is ranked next to the Chancellor; in 1663, he was 
declared Preſident of the Exchequer. 'The Office of Comptroller, 
which was ſometimes joined with that of Treaſurer, and deſigned com- 
putorum rotulator, and that of Collector of the new augmentations, 
which were both diſtin&t offices from that of the Treaſurer, were all 
conjoined into one * James VI. and exerciſed by the Treaſurer, 
till 1685, when the Treafury was put in commiſſion,

1 2 office was eſtabliſhed by King James I. upon his return to 
Scotland from his captivity in England; for in Scotland, in an- 
erent times, in atteſting of writings, ſeals were commonly affixed in 
place of the ſubſcription ; and this took place in documents of debt, as 
well as in writings of more importance, as charters, &c. From this 
practice great inconveniencies aroſe, and writing became in more gene- 
ral uſe, and the ſeal is only affixed after the ſubſcription, to render 
deeds and other papers of importance the more valid. In writs granted 
by the King, the affixing of his ſeatalone gave them ſufficient authority, 
without ſigning. This ſeal was kept by the Lord Chancellor ; but 
when buſineſs increaſed, a Keeper of the Privy or King's Seal was 
created by King James I. who wanted to model the officers about his 
Court after hole he ſaw eſtabliſhed at the Court of England. The fix- 
ing of the Privy Seal to any deed became a preparatory ſtep to obtain 
the Great Seal to it. It was, however, in ſome caſes, a ſufficient ſanction 
of itſelf to ſeveral writs which were not to paſs the Great Seal; and it 
came at length to be an eſtabliſhed rule, which is held to this day, that 
the rights of ſuch things as might be conveyed among private perſons 
by L ne as rents, caſualties, or other perſonal eſtate, were to 

aſs by grants from the King under his privy Seal alone ; but thoſe of 
— and heritages, which, amongſt ſubjects, are tranſmitted by diſ- 
poſitions, were to paſs by grants from the King under the Great Seal, 
1 the writs in uſe to paſs under the Privy Seal alone, were 
gifts of offices, penſions, preſentations to benefices, gifts of eſcheat, 
ward, marriage and relief, baſtardy, wultimus heres, and ſuch like; but 
as moſt of the writs which were to paſs under the Great Seal were firſt 
to paſs the Privy Seal, that afforded greater opportunity to examine 
the King's writs, and to prevent his Majeſty or 12 ſubjects from being 
hurt by obreption or fraud.

Of the SecrETARIES of STATE in SCOTLAND, 


This office in Scotland was nearly the ſame with that of the Great 
Prothonotary, which agreed with the Primiceriit Notatium among it the 
Romans; theſe were of the Prince's council, and therein as his Secreta- 
ries, He was couſtantly to attend the King's perſon, receive all peti- 
tions and memorials that were preſented to him, and write the King's 
anfwers upon them. All letters-patent paſſed through his hand, and 
were drawn up by him; and all the King's letters, diſpatches, war- 
rants, orders, &c. were wrote out by him, and generally ſubſcribed by 
him. He was anſwerable for them, if they contained any thing con- 
trary to the laws of the land, or derogatory to the King's honour and

Of the LoxD CLERK REGISTER of SCOTLAND, 


HE Clerk Regiſter was of old the 2 clerk in the kingdom; 

from whom all other clerks, who 5 is deputies, derived — 
immediate authority, and he himſelf acted as Clerk to the Parliament 
and Council. He was called Clricus Rotwlorum, becauſe, of old, the 
proceedings of Parliament, and minutes and judgements of other 
courts, were wrote upon rolls of e. hence they were called 
Rotuli Parliamenti ; but afterwards they were ordered to be wrote in 
books, and the reſpective clerks ordained to tranſmit theſe books to 
the Clerk Regiſter, to be preſerved by him in the public archives or 
regiſter.” Whence came the name of Cuftor Rotulorum, by which he is 
often called in hiſtory. By the treaty of Union, the preſervation of 
the regiſters, in the ſame manner, is particularly provided for; and the 
return of the election of the fixteen Scots Peers to the Britiſh Parlia- 
ment, is ordered to be made by the Clerk Regiſter, or by two of the 
clerks of Seſſion deputed by him for that purpoſe.

Of the Lord JosTICE-GENERAL in SCOTLAND, 


HE Lord Chief Juſtice, or, as it is called in Scotland, the Lord 
Juſtice-General, was placed next the Chancellor in rank. He 
was anciently, before the An of Seſſion was erected, the Grand 
Juſticiar of Scotland, and his court was originally the only ſovereign 
court of the kingdom, and had a t part of that juriſdiction which 
now belongs to the Court of Seſſion; and even after the erection of 
that court, ſeveral civil cauſes came before it; but at length its juriſ- 
diction was confined to criminal matters alone, and the Juſtice-General 
was empowered to name his own deputies. In the year 1671, the Court 
of Juſticiary was conſtituted, as it now ſtands, by a commiſſion under 
the Great Seal, afterwards ratified by the regulations made in 1672, 
whereby it is made to conſiſt of the Juſtice-General, who is to be per- 
tual Preſident, the Juſtice-Clerk, and five of the ordinary Land: of 
beſßon, and they were declared to be ſupreme ordinary Judges of eri- 
minals. The kingdom was divided into three circuits, to which the 
Judges went once a- year; but after the ſuppreſſion of the heritable ju- 
riſdictions, the aſſizes were held twice a- year Anciently the kingdom 
was divided into two Juſticiaries, viz. North and South the frith of 
Forth. The office was anciently hereditary, in ſeveral families; but 
laſt of all by the family of Argyle, who ſurrendered it back to the 
Crown, for a valuable conſideration, in 1628, which was ratified by 
Parliament in 1633. From that to the preſent, it has been diſpo- 
ſed of either for life, or during pleaſure, by a commiſſion under the 
Great Seal. The ſalary is now L. 20co a-year. In King Malcolm's 
days the ſalary was L. 5 for every day of the juſtice - ayre. pert

Of the Lord HIGH ADMIRAL of ScoTLAND. 


HIS Officer in Scotland had very extenſive powers. He command- 

ed the King's ſhips and failors, and had the inſpection of all the 
ſea-ports, harbours, and ſea · coaſts in the kingdom; and he had a particular 
tribunal, where the Judges, appointed by him, decided all cauſes rela- 
ting to ſea-affairs, and that according to a particular code of Naval Law. 
His powers likewiſe extended to the cogniſance of all crimes committed 
at ſea, and to all controverſies, actions, and quarrels, concerning crimes, 
faults, and treſpaſſes committed upon the ſea,,or in the ports and creeks 
thereof, or in Rech waters and navigable rivers, ſo far as the ſea flows 
and ebbs. This he executes by a Deputy, commiſſioned by him, and 
is called the Deputy Judge-Admiral, who likewiſe judges in matters 
purely commercial, as ry Heres the ſea. 

Adam Hepburn, Earl of Bothwell, was made Hereditary Lord Ad- 
miral of Scotland; and, upon his forfeiture, it was conferred in like 
manner upon Francis Stewart, Earl of Bothwell ; but he being alſo for- 
feited, King James VI. conferred it upon his couſin the Duke of Le- 
nox and Richmond; but the male line of this family becoming extinct 
in 1672, King Charles II. conferred it upon his natural ſon, whom he 
created Duke of Lenox and Richmond; but he reſigned it into the 
hands of the Crown in 1703. Since the Treaty of Union, only a Vice- 
Admiral has been appointed by the Sovereign, and that only to act as 
a Judge in all civil affairs relating to naval and commercial concerns in 


Scotland“.

Of the Garar CHAMBERLAIN of ScoTtLanD, 


5 Creat Chamberlain of Scotland was ranked by King Mal- 
colm as the third Great Officer of the Crown, and was called 
Camerarins Domini Regit, Before there was a Treaſurer appointed, it 
was his duty to collect the revenue of the Crown, and he diſburſed the 
money neceſfary for the King's expences, and the maintenance of the 
King's houſehold. From the time that a Treaſurer was appointed, his 
province was limited to the boroughs throughout the kingdom, where 
E was a ſort of Juſtice-General, as he had a power for judging of all 
crimes committed within the borough, and of the crime of Preflalling, 
He was to hold Chamberlain-ayres every year. He was ſupreme Judge, 
nor could any of his decrees be queſtioned by any inferior judicatory. 
His ſentences were put in execution by the Magiſtrates of the boroughs. 
He alſo regulated the prices of proviſions within the borough, and the 
fees of the workmen in the Mint-houſe. His ſalary was only L. 200 
a- year. The ſmallneſs of his ſalary, and his great powers, had no doubt 
been the cauſes of much oppreſſion in this Officer, and the Chamberlain= , 
ayre was called rather a legal robbery than a court of juſtice z and when 
the combined Lords ſeized King James VI. Augult 24. 1582, and car- 
ried him to Ruthven Caſtle, they iſſued a proclamation in the King's 
name, diſcharging the e to be kept. The Chamber 
lain had great fees ariſing from the profits of eſcheats, fines, tolls, and 
cuſtoms, 

This office was granted heritably to the family of Stewart, Duke of 
Lenox; and when their male line failed, King Charles II. conferred it 
in like manner upon his natural fon, whom he created Duke of Mon- 
mouth, and on his forfeiture, it went to the Duke of Lenox; but that 
family ſurrendered the. office to the Crown in 1703.

The next great Officer of the Crown was the Lord High Steward, 


He was Judge of the King's houſchold, and the whole family of the 
Royal Palace was under his care This office was eſteemed of great 
dignity, and was held heritably for many years by one family, who at 
lalt, when ſirnames came in uſe, aſſumed for theirs, the name of their 
office, Steward or Stewart. This was done by Walter, the ſon of 
Alan, who was at the ſame time juſticiar to King Alexander II. in 
1230. This family were frequently nearly allied io the Crown, * ri

This is the ow 2 2 4 the Crown, and whoſe office is of 
at antiquity and dignity, He has two grand prerogatives, viz. fir 
Ya keeping of the King's ſword, which the King, at his bare > 
when he ſwears fealty, delivers to him naked. Hence the badge of the 
Conſtable is a naked ſword. Second. The abſolute andiunlimited com- 
mand of the King's armies while in the field, in the abſence of the 

King ; but this command does not extend to caſtles and garriſons. 

He was likewiſe judge of all crimes committed within two leagues 
of the King's houſe, which 22 was called the Chalmer of Peace. 

The juriſdiction of this office came at laſt to be exerciſed only as to 
crimes during the time of Parliament, which ſome extended likewiſe to 
all general conventions, This office was conferred heritably upon the 
noble family of Errol, by King Robert Bruce, and with them it Kill 
remains, being expreſsly reſerved by the treaty of Union.

Of the EarL MariscHaL of ScorLanD. 


The Mariſchal is reckoned to be a German word and office, viz. a a 
maker of camps; and the ax, which he bears as the badge of his office, 
was the inſtrument with which he broke ground, though this part of 
his office came to be delegated to Mariſchal du Camp. The Mariſchal 
commanded the cavalry, whereas the Conſtable commanded the whole 
army, They ſeem to have had a ſort of joint command, as of old all 
orders were addreſſed to our Conſtable and Mariſchal The office of 
Earl Mariſchal has never been out of the noble family of Keith. It, 
was reſerved at the Union; and when the heritable juriſdictions were 
bought, it was in the Crown, being forfeited by the rebellion of George 
Keith, Earl Mariſchal, in 1715.

HE See of Armagh is valued in the King's books, by an extent 

taken ans 3oth Henry VIII. at L. 183 : 17: 5 Iriſh money 
fer annum, which amounts to L. 137 : 18: 04, (the difference between 
Iriſh and Sterling money being at that time one fourth). But by an 
extent returned anno 15th James I. it is valued at L. 400 Sterling per 
annum, and pays To much firſt fruits to this day. It is reputed to be 
worth annually L. 8000, f Ds 

The chapter of Armagh is compoſed of five Dignitaries, and four 
Prebendaries, who have voices in every capitular act. The Dignita- 
ries are thus ranked, viz. a Dean, Chanter, Chancellor, Treaſurer, and 
Archdeacon. There are alſo eight Vicars choral, and an Organiſt, 
attendant on the ſervice of the Cathedral. The Vicars .choral were 
anciently fewer; and of the number only one Prieſt. Primate Marſh 
added another Prieft, but without increaſing the number of Vicars. In 
the year 1720, Primate Lindſay obtained a new charter for enlarging 
the number of the ſaid Vicars to eight, and laid out upwards of L. 4000 
on a purchaſe, in augmentation of the eſtate of the Choir. * 

St Patrick, the Apoſtle of the 7ri/þ, built a Church, and fixed a Bi- 
ſhop's See here, in 444 or 445. One Daire, a man of great affluence

which being the largeſt and moſt profitable for the King, is the mea- 
ſure of the firſt- fruits at this day, This See is reputed to be worth 
annually L. 3400. | | 
There were formerly many Epiſcopal Sees in Meath, as Clonard, 
Duleek, Kells, Trim, Ardbraccan, Donſhaghlin, Slane, and Foure, be- 
lides others of leſs note ; all which, except Dulick and Kells, were con- 
ſolidated, and their common Seg was'fixed at Clonard, before the year 
1152; at which time the diviſions of the Biſhopricks in  Ixeland was 
made by John Paparo, Cardinal-Prieſt, entitled, Cardinal of St Law- 
rence in Damaſo, then Legate from Pope Eugene III. to the Iriſh. 


This Prelate was appointed by the King; but the Pope would never confirm 
him in the See, and appoin Las Wauchope, a Scotſamn, who was never al- 
' lowed poſſeſſion, * n .

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And this divifion was made in a Synod held on the 6th of March in the 
Abbey of Mellifont, or, as ſome ſay, at Kells. The two Sees alſo of 
Dulick and Kells afterwards ſubmitted to the ſame fate. 

The conſtitution of this dioceſe is ſingular, having no Dean nor Cha 
ter, Cathedral or economy. Under the Biſhop the Archdeacon is th 
head officer, to whom, and to the clergy in general, the conge d lire 
iſſued while Biſhops were elective. The affairs of the dioceſe are tran. 
acted by a ſynod, in the nature of à chapter, who have a common ſeal, 
which is annually ledged in the hands of one of the body, by the appoint- 
ment and vote of the majority.

Clonard was founded by St Finian about the year 520. He was a great 


ſcholar, had may ſtudents here, who afterwards became famous in 
the Iriſh church. About the year 1206, Simon Rochfort, Biſhop of 
Meath, forſook Clonard, and fixed the ſeat of his See at Newton, 
near Trim, and made the Abbey church of St Peter and St Paul 
(which he had juſt founded for Auguſtine canons) the Cathedral. On 


the Reformation, King Henry VIII. converted the church of St Ma- 


ry's Abbey at Ballymore, near Loch Seudy, in Weſt Meath, into a 
Cathedral for this See. How long it continued fo is uncertain, 


Duleek, formerly Damleagh, was founded by St Xenan, who was 


himſelf Biſhop of it in the early infancy of the Iriſh church.

Clogher conſiſted of twelve Canons, whereof the Dean and Archdeacon 
were always two; but Biſhop Montgomery, without warrant, altered 
the Corporation, and to the Dean and Archdeacon added a Chanter and 
Chancellor; yet I am uncertain whether the Chapter hath not been ſince 
brought back to its former conſtitution.

The church of Downe was repaired by St Malachy Morgair, who was 
at firſt Biſhop of Connor, afterwards Archbiſhop of Armagh, and at 
laſt having refigned the Archiepiſcopal See, became Biſhop of Downe, 
A. D. 1137. About forty years x7 wa Malachy, the third Biſhop of 
Downe of that name, by the aſſiſtance of John Courcey, who was call. 
ed the Conqueror of Ulſter, enlarged and beautified it. This con- 
queror alſo, in the year 1183, removed the ſecular canons out of thi 
church, and in their room ſubſtituted Benedictine monks, out of the 
Abbey of St Werburgh, in Cheſter ; and about the ſame time, at the 
inſtance of Courcey, that cathedral, although it was before conſecra.

Be that as it will, it 
is certain, that the ſepulchre of St Patrick anciently brought this place 
into great reputation; to which alſo the bodies of St Columb and 
St Briged were afterwards tranſlated. The laſt Biſhop of this See, be- 
fore the real union (as it is called) of the churches of Downe and 
Connor, was John Cely, a Benedictine monk; but he being deprived 
in 1441, John, Biſhop of Connor, obtained an union of both Sees from 
Pone Eugene IV. and from that time the Sees have been united and 
gove.ned by one Biſhop.

ſhoprick, and another of them to the Archdeaconry. There is no Trea- 


ſurer to this Chapter, nor has there been ſuch, time out of mind. This 
dioceſe is divided into four rural Deaneries. | 

The See of Emly, otherwiſe called Imelaca-Ibair, is very ancient, 
and ſuppoſed to be founded by St Patrick, and was formerly endowed 
with large poſſeſſions. Emly is mentioned by ſome of the ancient hiſto- 
rians as a large flouriſhing city, but it is now an inconſiderable village. 
The Cathedral here is dedicated to St Ailbe, who was the firſt Biſh 
of this See. In the church- yard here is erected a large croſs of — 
unhewn ſtone, about eight feet high from the —— and near to it 
is a well, called St Ailbe's well, both of which are held in great vene- 
ration by the ſuperſtitious Iriſh, who flock hither in great multitudes, 
to celebrate the feſtival of the Patron, on the 12th of September year- 
ly. In the time of Archbiſhop Palliſer, two neighbouring magiſtrates 
obtained a licence from him to demoliſh the croſs, and fill up the well, 
as being encouragements to idolatry, and the cauſes of ſome diſorders 
in the country; yet they never put their deſign into execution, and 
the croſs and well continue there to this day.

By theſe unions, the 
See of Elphin came at laſt to he looked upon as one of the richeſt of all

The Chapter of Achonry conſiſts of a Dean, Provoſt, Archdeacon 
and hve Prebendaries. - 

St Finian, Biſhop of Clonard, founded the chutch of Achad, com · 
monly called Achonry, and Achad-Conair, and anciently Achad Chavin, 
about the year 330; and the ſite on which it was built, was granted by 
a Dynaſt or petty Prince-of the territory of Luigny. St Finian having 
built this church, immediately gave it to his diſciple Nathy, called in 
Iriſh Dathi, i. e. David, who went by two names; for he was com- 
monly called Comrah or Cruimthir, and was a man of ſanctity. 
The laſt of theſe names, in old Iriſh, figniſies a prieſt; e other has a 
religious meaning. His feſtival is celebrated on the Sth of A 
and this church is dedicated to his memory. In the ancient annals of 
Ireland, the Prelates of this See, for the moſt part, are called Biſhops 
of Luigny or Lin from the barony or ſubdivifion of the county i 
which it is ftanted, No account is to be had of the ne of St Na- 
thy, until the arrival of the Engliſh i in Ireland.

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An HisTorrcalt Account of the Kx tours of the 
Moſt Noble Ox pER of the GART ER, inſtituted by 
King ED wARD III. | 


His Moſt Noble and Illuſtrious Order, (if we conſider either its 
antiquity, or the nobleneſs of the perſonages that have been in- 
rolled therein), excels and outvies all other inſtitutions of honour in the 
whole world, and owes its original ro the great hero of that age, Ed- 
ward IIT. who conquered France and Scotland, and brought their 
Kings pfiſoners to England. A 

It began in 1350, the 24th year of his reign, viz. 119 years before 
the foundation of the order of St Michael, by Lewis XI. King of 
France, in 1469; eighty years before the inſtitution of the otder of 
the Golden Fleece, by * the ſecond Duke of Burgundy, in 
1430; and 190 years before King James VI. of Scotland reſtored the 
order of St Andrew, or the Thiſtle; and 209 years before the order of 
the Elephant was inſtituted in Denmark. | 
King Edward, upon a view of NN of France, (which de- 
ſcended to him by right of his mother), made it his bufineſs to draw 
the beſt ſoldiers of Europe into his intereſt, and thereupon projecting 
and ſetting up King Arthur's Round Table, he proclaimed a, ſolemn 
tilting, to invite foreigners of quality and courage to the exerciſe. 

The place for the 4 being fixed at Windſor, he, upon new- 
year's day, in the year 1344, publiſhed his royal letters of protection, 
for the ſafe coming and return of ſuch foreign Knights as had a mind 
to venture their reputation at thoſe joufts and tournaments, which were 
to be held on the 19th of January enſuing. | 

Moreover, he provided a great ſupper, to begin the ſolemnity; and 
then ordaining this feaſt to be annually held at Whitfuntide, he, for 
that purpoſe, erected a 8 building in the Caſtle, wherein he 
placed a round table of 200 feet diameter, in imitation of King Ar- 
thur's at Wincheſter, and thereat entertained the Knights, at his own, 
expence, of L. 160 per week. 

his mighty nd invincible Prince Edward, being endowed with 
great piety, recommended himſelf and his companions to the protec- 
tion of St George of Cappadocia, whoſe parents being Chriſtians, af- 
forded him the advantage of being educated in that religion; and he 
taking to the profeſſion of arms, was made a Tribune, or Colonel, (in 
Paleſtine, his mother's country), and behaving with great courage, he 
was raiſed to higher ſtations by the Emperor Diocleſian; but St George 
complaining to the Emperor of the ſeverities. he uſed towards the Chri- 
ſtians, and arguing in their defence, he was thereupon thrown into 
priſon, and cruelly treated ; and the Emperor perceiving his conſtancy 
to the Chriſtian religion was not to be ſhaken off, he was, on the 230 
of April, in the year 290, drawn through the city, and beheaded. 
Thus he received a crown of martyrdom. And that his memory might 
be ſtill continued, King Edward gave his companions, for part of their 
daily habit, the image of the ſaid faint, (fitting on horſeback, en- 
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ountering a dragon, with a tilting ſpear), appendant to a blue riband, 
ontinually to be worn about their necks. | 

In 1347, the faid King, iſſuing out his garter, for the ſignal of a 
battle that was crowned with ſucceſs, (ſuppoſed to be Creſſy), where 
he took John King of France priſoner, and brought him to England, 
at which time he had alſo David King of Scotland priſoner in England; 
and Edward the Black Prince, (ſo called from his black armour), his 
eldeſt ſon, expelling the rebels of Caſtile, and enthroning Don Pedro, 
their lawful King; he, upon theſe mighty and glorious exploits, inſti. 
tuted this Order, giving the Garter pre-eminence amongſt its enſigns, 
whence the ſelect number, whom he incorporated into a fraternity, 
were ſtyled, Equites aurea Periſcelide, viz. KnicGaTs or Tu Gol 
GARTEN; and the habit and enſigns of the Order, together with the 
forms of inveſtiture, are as follows, viz. | 

Garter, Surcoat, Mantle, George, Cap, and Feather, the four firſt 
whereof were aſſigned by the Founder, and the reſt by King HenryVI1II. 
And all theſe together are called the whole habit or enſigns of the Or- 
der, of which we ſhall give of each a ſuccin& accounr. 

The principal is the Garter, and is the firſt part of the habit that is 

reſented to Sovereign Princes, and abſent Knights, who, and all other 

Knights ele, are firſt adorned” therewith, and, as ſoon as they are 

inveſted with it, become Knights Companions of the Moſt Noble Order. 

This part of the habit is worn on the left leg, between the knee and 

the calf, and by the original ſtatutes of the Order, was meant to put 

the Companions in mind, that as v7 their Order they were joined in a 

firm league of amity and concord ; fo, by their Garter, as by a faſt tic 

of affection, they were obliged to love one another. On the Garter is 
this motto, Hoxi sor Qui MAL Y PENSE, embroidered with gold 
letters, on blue velvet. 

When the Sovereign deſigns to ele& a Companion into this Moſt 
Noble Order, the Chancellor of the Order draws up the letters, which 
paſſing both under the Sovereign's ſign manual and the fignet of the 
Order, are ſent to the perſon elected, by Garter Principal King at Arms, 
and are to this effect: | 

« We, with the Companions of our Moſt Noble Order of the Gar- 
te ter, aſſembled in Chapter holden this preſent day, at our Caſtle of 
© Windſor, confidering the virtuous fidelity you have ſhown, and the 
« honourable exploits you have done 1n our ſervice, by vindicating and 
% maintaining our juſt right, Qc. have elected and choſen you one of 
© the Companions of the Order: Therefore, we require you to 
« make your ſpeedy repair to us, to receive the enſigns thereof, and 
« be ready for your inſtallation, upon the day of this 
c preſent month,” Oc. 2 

When a Knight Elect is inveſting with the Garter, the following in- 
junction is pronounced: “ To the honour of God Omnipotent, and in 
We ee, of the bleſſed martyr St George, tie about thy leg, for 
&©& thy renown, this noble Garter; wear it as the ſymbol of this Moſt 
© Illuſtrious Order, never to be forgotten or laid afide, that thereby 
« thou mayeſt be admoniſhed to be courageous ; and having underta- 
& ken a juſt war, in which thou ſhalt be engaged, thou. mayeſt ſtand 
4% firm, valiantly fight, and ſucceſsfully conquer.“ 1 
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; ſoon as the Garter is buckled on, and the admonition pronoun- 
ced, the Knight is brought before the Sovereign, who puts about him 
a —— riband, whereunto js appendant Ge in gold, en- 
circled with the Garter) the image of St George on horkbaak: en- 
countering the dragon; and the following admonition is pronounced: 
« Wear this rib: adorned with the image of that bleſſed martyr 
« and ſoldier of Chriſt, St George, by whoſe imitation provoked, thou 
« mayeſt ſo overpaſs both proſperous and adverſe adventures, that ha- 
« ying ſtoutly vanquiſhed thy enemies, both of body and ſoul, thou 
« mayeſt not only receive the praiſe of the tranſient combat, but be 
« crowned with the palm of eternal victory.“ | 

We ſhall now give a deſcription of the dreſs and inſtalment of a 
Knight of this Order. The nein and breeches (being of one piece) 
are of pearl- coloured ſilk, and called taloont. On the outſide of 
the knee is fixed a knot of open ſilver- lace and ribands intermixed, in 
the form of a large roſe, and a little below the left knee, the Garter. 
His ſhoes are of white ſhammy, with red heels, have each a knot (as the 
former) on the exterior fide, His doublet is cloth of filver, adorned 
before and behind, and down the ſleeves, with ſeveral guards, or rows 
of open filver-lace, each lace having a row of ſmall filver-buttons, ſet 
down the middle. The cuffs axe open, and adorned with aforementioned 
filyer-lace, and ribands ſet in ſeveral loops. At the bottom of the upper 
ſeam of each cuff is fixed a knot of filver ribands, that falls over his gloves, 


| which are of kid, laced at the top with ſilver, and adorned at the open- 


ing with a knot, as on that of the cuffs. Then his trouſers, which are 
of the ſame cloth as his doublet, and adorned with two rows of lace and 
ribands, as before mentioned, intermixed and ſet at ſmall diſtances, 
that the ground appears between them, being buckled round his waiſt, 
are in form of a pair of puffed breeches, reaching to the middle of his 
thighs. And in this habit (baving a blue riband ſpread over his left 
ſhoulder, and brought under the left arm, with the George appendant 
thereto) he proceeds from his lodgings in the Caſtle, to the Chapter- 
houſe, where, diſrobing himſelf of his upper garment, be is inveſted 
with a ſurcoat of crimſon velvet, lined with white taffety, during which, 
the following admonition is adminiſtered to him: Take this robe of 
* crimſon, to the increaſe of your honour, and in token or ſign of the 
* Moſt Noble Order you have received, wherewith you being defended, 
* may be bold, not only ſtrong to fight, but alſo to offer yourſelf to 
* ſhed your blood for Chrift's faith, the liberties of the Church, and 
* the juſt and neceſſary defence of them that are oppreſſed and needy.” 
After this, his ſword is girt cloſe about him, over his ſurcoat, with a 
belt the ſame as the coat, and then bearing his cap in his hand, which 
is of black velvet, adorned with a plume of white feathers, with a le- 
mon ſprig in the middle, he proceeds to hie inſtallation in St George's 
Chapel, Re conducted between two Knights Companions of the. Or- 
der, tothe feat below his ſtall, where, he (Garter King at Arms ha- 


_ vingy ona crimſon velvet cuſliion, laced and taſſelled with gold, brought 


the mantle, collar, hood, and book of ftatutes) laying his right hand 

on the New Teſtament, the following oath is adminiſtered to him 
* You being choſen to be one of this honourable 11. of this Moſt 
Noble Order of the Garter, ſhall promiſe and ſwear by the Holy 
| | a — 
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« Evangeliſts, by you here touched, that wittingly or willingly yon 
, ſhall not break any ſtatute of the ſaid Order, or any articles in them 
contained, the ſame being agreeable, and not repugnant to the laws 
of Almighty God, and the laws of this Realm, as far forth as to 
you belongeth and appertaineth : So help you God and his Ho 
* Word.” As ſoon as he has taken this oath, he is conducted to his 
ſtall, and inveſted in the following manner: The mantle, which is 
lined as the ſurcoat, is of ſky-coloured velvet, adorned on the left 
ſhoulder with St George's crofs, encircled with the Garter, wreathed 
on the edges with blue and gold ; and the ſaid mantle being | on on him 
by the two Knights that led him into the choir, is faſtened about his 
neck with a „ or robe- ſtring, made of the ſame coloured filk, and 
Venice gold twiſted, the ends whereof. are made into Jarge knots or 
buttons, enriched with a caul and fringe. And whilf the ceremony of 
the inveſtiture of the mantle (which is tied upon the right ſhoulder) is 

performing, the admonition proper thereto is pronounced by the Re- 
giſter : Receive this robe of heavenly colour, the livery of the Moſt 
Excellent Order, in augmentation of thy honour, ennobled with the 
* ſhield and red croſs of our Lord, by whoſe power thou mayeſt ſafely 
* pierce troops of thy enemies, and be over them ever victorious; and 
being, in this temporal warfare, glorious in egregious and heroic 
* ations, thou mayel obtain eternal and triumphant joy.” 'The hood, 
which is of crimſon velvet, and lined with white taffety, was formerly 
worn on the head; but the cap being ſubſtituted in its place, it is now 
faſtened to the right ſhoulder over the mantle, to the tippet which 
comes athwart the breaſt, and tucks under the girdle. he collar, 
which weighs 20 ounces Troy, is of pure gold, and was introduced by 
King Henry VIII. and contains 26 garters enamelled, and as many 
knots, alluding to the Sovereign of the Order, and his 25 Knights 
Companions, and, with roſes and mottos, are exactly formed and join- 
ed, whereunto St George on horſeback, in armour, is appendant, en- 
countering the dragon with a tilting ſpear ; which medal, being of pure 
gold, is often enriched with jewels. The collar is put over the hood 
and mantle, and faſtened to the ſhoulders by a filyer riband, and an ad- 
monition adminiſtered, the ſame as when inveſted with the riband. 
When the cap and feather is put on the Knight's head, he 1s 2 
inveſted; and, after divine ſervice, and ſeveral rehgious Ceremories, an 
offerings at the altar, they, with trumpets ſounding, march to dinner 
prepared for them in St George's hall. 

Dntil the reign of King Charles II. the riband, with the leſſer George, 
uſed to be worn round the neck, but he ordered it in future to be 
worn from the left ſhoulder, coming under the right arm. And the 
ſame King ordered, that the Sovereign and Knights Companions, alſo 
the Prelate and Chancellor of ſaid Order, ſhould at all times, in all 
places and aſſemblies, when they were not adorned with their robes, 
wear, upon the left fide of their coats, cloaks, or riding caſſocks, 
the croſs of the Order, encompaſſed with the Garter, to ſhew the world 
to what height of honour they were arrived to, from the ſaid noble Or- 
ter, inſtituted for perſons of the greateſt worth and merit; and to 
the crols and garter, he added a Glver ſtar of eight points, to be worn 
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by the Knights on their left ſides ; and by the ſtatutes of ſaid Order, 
they are never to appear in public without their garters leſſer George, 
ws ſtar, except upon the principal and ſolemn feaſts, when they are 
to wear their collars. 

At the great ſolemnity of the inſtallation of a Knight of the Gar- 
ter, his balhet, creſt, ſword, banner, and plate, are to be ſet over his 
fall in the Chapel of St George in Windſor Caſtle, as a mark of ho- 
nour, and are to remain during his being of that Order, the plate con- 
taining a deſcription of his name and titles: And, at all times and 
places, the arms of a Knight Companion of the Garter are to be en: 
circled by the Garter, with the motto thereon. _ ; 

The Royal Founder of this illuſtrious Order having eſtabliſhed rules 
and ſtatutes for its government, he next reſolved to elec, from thoſe 
who had moſt fignalized themſelves by their heroic actions, ar; . 
five of the moſt celebrated Knights, who, together with himſelf, ſhou 
make up the number twenty-ſix, of which number this Order has al- 
ways conſiſted. When this Order was founded, the famous William of 
Wickham, Biſhop of Wincheſter, who was miniſter to King Edward IIT. 
had influence with that Monarch to get himſelf named Prelate to the 
Order, which office he got annexed to his See. 'The Biſhop of Saliſbury 
is Chancellor of the Order, and the Dean of Windſor is Regiſter. The 
other officers are named by the King. 
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Of this Moſt Noble and Illuſtrious Oxper of the GarTzs, there

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An HisTorICAar Account of the OgpER of the 
THis TLE, or St ANDREW. 


HIS Order was founded in 1540, by King James V. who being 
honoured with the Order of the Garter from his uncle King 

Henry VIII. with the Golden Fleece from the Emperor, and the or- 
der of St Michael from France, reſolved to be in royal mode, and ſo 
made this Order for himſelf and twelve Knights, in imitation of Chriſt 


and his twelve Apoſtles. Then celebrating all the feſtivals of theſe or- 


ders, he ſet up their arms and badges over the gate of his palace of Lin- 
lithgow, joing St Andrew with them. 

Some Scotch writers, ever fond of antiquity, not ſatisfied with the no- 
velty of this inſtitution, affect to call it moſt ancient as to its derivation, 
But for this they have no better warrant than the dream of King Hun- 


Fu the Pict, to whom St Andrew making a midnight viſit, promiſed . 


im a ſure victory over his foes the Northumbrians; and the next day, 
St Andrew's op appearing in the air, he made his words good, and 
the Northumbrians were defeated. On this ſtory, as they Liv, King 
Achaius, about the 800, framed the Order of the St Andrew, oo years 
"before King James V. revived it. But after ſo many ages, it 1s re- 
markable that no foreign teſtimonies or authors are produced, no co- 
temporary vouchers to confirm, or even ſo much as mention it ; ſo that 
this part, relating to its great antiquity, muſt be given up as a fable. 

Immediately after King James V. had founded and eſtabliſhed this 
Order, he died in 1542, which put an end to the deſign for that time; 
for it being about the time of the Reformation, when religious diſputes 
run to a great height, it was deemed impious to imitate, in an Order of 
Knighthood, Chriit and his Apoſtles; nor was this honourable Order 
thought of, till King James VII. of Scotland, and II. of England, re- 
newed it, by making eight Knights, on the 27th of May 168-, But 
the glorious Revolution happening next year, no more Koights were 
added til] December i703, when her Majeſty Queen Anne was moſl gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to fill up the vacant ſtalls, agreeable to the . ſta- 
tutes of the Order, to which ſhe added ſome new rules n 1714, 
King George I. was pleaſed to confirm the ſtatutes of Queen Anne,

EE antiquity of Knighthood of the Bath is ſuppoſed to have been 
practiſed by the — Franks, the inhabitants of Lower Ger- 
many, with whom, it is highly probable, the Saxons, who invaded 
England, had the ſame common deſcent, and who, with other cuſtome, 
upon their ſettling here, introduced the ſame method of Knighthood. 
Theſe ancient Franks, when they conferred Knighthood, obſerved, a- 
mongſt other ſolemn rites, bathing before they performed their vigils z 
which rites continued to be practiſed in England, and from thence were 
denominated Knights of the Bat. | 
In the reign of Henry IV. there was a degree of Knighthood ſpeci- 
fied under the expreſs appellation of the Bath. That King, on the day 
of his coronation in the Tower of London, conferred the ſame n 
forty fix Eſquires, who had watched all the night before, and had 
bathed themſelves. From that time it was cuſtomary with our Kings 
to confer this dignity preceding their coronations, the coront#tions of 
their Queens, the birth and marriage of the royal iſſue, and their firſt 
advancement to honours, upon their deſigned expeditions againſt their 
foreign enemies, upon inſtallations of Knights of the Garter, and when 
ſome grand anniverſary feſtivals were celebrated. I he laſt Knights of 
the Bath ſo made, was at the coronation of King Charles II. in 166s 
after which the Order was neglected, until the year 1725, when Ki 
George I. was moſt graciouſly pleaſed te revive it, and to order a boo 
of ſtatutes for the government of the Order. By this the number of 
Knights is fixed to thirty-eight, viz. the Sovereign, and thirty-ſeven. 
Enights-Companions. he apparel of a Knight of the Bath, 1s a 
ſurcoat, lined and edged with white, girded about with a white girdle, 
without any ornament thereon ; the mantle is of the ſame colour and 
lining, made faſt about the neck with a lace of white filk, having a pair 
of white gloves tied therein, with taſſels of filk and gold at the end 5 
which mantles are adorned upon the left ſhoulders with the enſign of the 
Order, being three imperial crowns , ſurrounded with the ancient 
motto of this Knighthood, Tria junda in uno, N upon a circle 
geules, with a glory or rays iſſuing f om the centre, and under it the lace 
of white ſilk, heretofore worn by the Knights of the Bath. | 
They have red breeches and ſtockings, and have white hats, with a 
plume of white feathers thereon. | 
The King allowed the Chapel of King Henry VII. to be the Chapel 
of the Order, and ordered, that each Knight's banner, with plates of 
his arms and ſtyles, ſhould be placed over their ſeveral ſtalls, in like 
manner as the Knights of the Garter in St George Chapel in the Caſtle 
of Windſor, and he allowed them ſupporters to their arms.

The Knights having apparelled themſelves in the habit of the Order, 
in the chambers belonging to the Speaker of. the Houſe of Commons, 
and the proxies of the abſent Knights, taking upon their right arms the 
mantle of their principal, from thence repaired to the Prince's Chamber 
{their Chapter-room) about ten of the clock in the forenoon ; and the 
perſons who were to attend this ceremony, being ranged according to 
their degrees, and waiting upon the ftairs that lead from that room, a 
| ſolemn proceſſion was made from thence to the welt door of the Abbey 
Church of Weſtminſter, through St Margaret's church-yard, by a pa- 
ſage railed in, floored with boards, and covered with cluth, in the fol. 
lowing order: |

Eſquires of the Knights Companions in the like dreſs, going three 
and three, all of them in red ſtockings; thoſe of the Knights in the 
loweſt ſtalls foremoſt, according to their courſes. 

The Prebendaries of the Church of Weſtminſter, two and two. in 
white mantles lined with red, having the badge of the Order on their 
right ſhoulders. 4 

The Purſuivants of Arms in their tabarts; the Heralds in taharts and 
eollars ; the Provincial Kings of Arms in tabarts, collars, and with 
their badges. 

Then the Knights Companions, all habited in their mantles and ſur- 
coats, and each carrying in his hand the white hat, adorned with the 
plume of white feathers; the proxies only carrying the mantles of their 
Principals upon their right arms, going by pairs, according to the fol- 
lowing {cheme, wherein thoſe in the lowelt ſtalls went foremoſt.

The 8 after making the like reverences, placed them - 
ſelves behind the altar, in order to aſſiſt at divine ſervice. 

The Purſuivants, Heralds, and Provincial Kings of Arms, likewiſe 
entered, and were permitted to ſtand before the forms, under Prince 
William's ſtall. They had commands given them by the Great Maſter, 
to take eſpecial care to ſhew the Knights their reſpeQife banners, upon 
their entries. | | 

The two Knights in the loweſt ſtalls entered, and, upon paſſing up 
near to their banners, made their reverences together, in the middle 
the choir, and then retired under their banners. 

In like manner, all the other Knights and proxics, according to the 
method obſerved in the proceſſion, did the'fame. - - 

The Regiſter, Secretary, and Gentleman Uſher, after making their 
obeiſances, ſtood before their bench, at the foot of the Sovercign's

The Great Maſter entered ſingle, and after making the like obei 
ſances, retired under his banner. 

The proxy of Prince William entered alone, in like manner, 

Prince William, who, by the ſtatutes, is declared ta be firſt and 
principal Companion of this Order, and to be placed next to the So- 
vereign, at this time came into the Chapel in perſon, and the Sove- 
reign having been r in regard to the tenderneſs of his age, to 
diſpenſe with his obſervance of all the rites of this Order, that mi 

ive him any fatigue, he therefore immediately aſcended into his ſtall, 
being inveſted in his Mantle and Collar, and ſat down covered. 

Bath King of Arms then made his reverences in the middle of the 
choir, and turning himſelf to the Great Mafter, who making his double 
reverences in the choir, took his ſtall, and there repeated his obeiſances, 
and ſat down, covered with his white hat. | 
Then the Proxy of the Duke of Richmond aſcended into the ſtall of 
his Principal, in like manner, and ſtood there uncovered, holding his 
Mantle upon his right arm. 

Then Bath turned himſelf to the two Knights in the next ſtalls, who, 
at the ſame inſtant, made the like obeiſances below, and repeated them 
in their ſtalls, and fat down uncovered, - | | 

In like mauner all the reſt of the Knights and proxies did. + "= 

This being done, the Eſquires in a body made their obeiſances, and 
retired to their feats, After them the officers of Arms, and the offi 
cers of the Order, placed themſelves on their form, after the like ce- 
remonies. The Provincial Kings of Arms, and the Heralds, according 
to a requeſt made to the Great er, were allowed to fit on benches 
in this preſent ceremony, placed at the feet of Prince William's ſtall, 
the Purſujvants ſtanding before them. 

Bath and the Gentleman-Uſher forthwith aroſe, made their reve- 
rences in the middle of the choir ; and being followed by the Dean, in 
like manner, proceeded towards the ſtall of the Great Maſter, who 
making his obeiſances in the middle of the choir, proceeded to inſtal 
the Knights, in the following manner ; 

The Great Maſter entered into the ſtall of the, Knight next in height 
to his own, and having there given the proxy of the Duke of Rich- 
mond the tranſcript of the ſtatutes, atteſted under the ſeal of the Or- 
der, the Dean adminiſtered unto him the oath in the name of * 
cipal, Bath holding the Book of the Goſpels, and the Great Maſter 
then ſeated the proxy down in his ſtall, who riſing, made his double 
reverences, and continued landing, holding his Mantle. | 

The Great Maſter,with the like attendance, having made his double 
obeiſance in the middle of the choir, then repaired to the ſtall of the 
Duke of Mancheſter, delivering to him a copy ot the ſtatutes z and the 
Dean having adminiſtered the oath, which was as follows: © You ſhall 
* honour above all things; you ſhall be ſtedfaſt in the faith of 
* Chriſt ; you ſhall love the King, your Sovereign Lord, and him aud 
his right defend to your power; you ſhall defend maidens, widows, 
* aud orphans, in their rights, and thall ſuffer no extortion, as far as.

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«© you may prevent it; and of as great honour be this Order unto you 
ce 4 it was to your progenitors, or others; Bath then delivered 


Collar of the Order to the Great Maſter, who put it about the neck of 


the Duke of Mancheſter, and placing the white hat on his head, ſeated 
him down in his ſtall, who, riſing, made his double obeiſances, and 
the Great Maſter having embraced and congratulated him, he then at 
down in his ſtall, covered with the white hat, adorned with a plume of 
white feathers. 

The Great Mafter having performed the like ceremonies to all the 
other Knights and proxies, returned to his ſtall, the Dean to his chair, 
and Bath and the 8 ſher to their benches, divine ſervice then 
began, during which time the Knights did place their hats upon the 
cuſhions laid * them. Jp 2 1 6.6 

Upon the firſt ſentence of the offertory, Lot your light ſo ſhine, &c. 
the Sake playing, Bath ſtepped from ha balk mal de double re. 
verences in the middle of the choir, and coming before the ſtall of the 
Junior Knight, bowed to him, and immediately turned himſelf to the 
oppolite fide, bowing. to the Knight in that ſtall, who aroſe, and ma- 
king their double obeiſances, both at one time in their ſtalls, deſcend. 
ed into the middle of the choir, where they repeated the ſame, and re- 
tired under their banners. Bath then, in like manner, ſummoned the 
Knights in the next ſtalls, fo throughout the whole -courſe of the 
Ralls, ſummoning them by pairs, and the proxy of the Duke of Rich · 
mond ſingle, then the Great Maſter, and then Prince William alone, 
_ all of them, after the obeiſances, placed themſelves under their 

anners. 

Bath returned to his bench, and the Provincial Kings of Arms, ma- 
King their reverences, waited upon Prince William, who, upon his go- 
ing from under his banner, made his double obeiſances; and bein 
this preceded, made his double obeiſances near the rails of the altar, 
and at the rails, to the altar only, where, kneeling down, his Highneſs 
made his offering into the baſon held by the Dean, aſſiſted by the Pre- 
bends ; and he repeated the ſame reverences in his return, and enters 
ed into his ſtall, where he again made his double obeiſances, and fat 
down. | 

Bath King of Arms then aroſe, and being joined by the eldeſt Hee 
rald, in like manner repaired to the Great Maſter, who, carrying his 
white hat in his hand, offered in the fame manner, and ſat down in his 
ſtall, with the like ceremonies ; and then the proxy of the Duke of 
Richmond in the like method, and ſtood in the ſtall, holding his mantle, 
In like manner, the reſidue of the Knights and proxies performed this 
ceremony by pairs. Divine ſervice being ended, the Knights Compa- 
nions put on their white hats; and while the muſic played, Bath King 
of Arms ſummoned all the Knights and proxies to come down from 
their ſeveral ſtalls, in the former method, who all ſtood under their ban- 
ners. Which being done, Prince William was conducted to the rails 
of the altar, with the like ceremonies as in the former offering, where 
the Prince unſheathed his ſword, and offered it himſelf naked to the 
Dean ; and having redeemed it; the Dean returned it, with the fol- 
lowing admonition: “ T'exhort and admoniſh you. to uſe your ſword 
to the glory of God, the defence of the Goſpel, the maſutenance

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« your Sovereign's right and honour, and of all equity and juſtice, to 


the utmoſt of your power.“ | 

And ſoon afterwards the Prince retired out of the Chapel, leaving Sir 
Andrew Fountaine to be his proxy in the proceſſion for the return to the 
Chapter-houſe. Then the 9 Maſter covered, after him the proxy 
of the Duke of Richmond uncovered, each ſingly, and all the other 
Knights covered, and proxies uncovered, by pairs, being reſpectively 
attended as at the firſt offering, were conducted to the rails of the altar, 
with the uſual obeiſances, where each Knight and proxy, ſtanding, un- 
ſheathed his ſword, and offered it naked to the Dean, who, upon the 
redemption of it, reſtored the ſame, with the proper admonitions, ac- 
cording to the oaths they had taken this day ; and theſe Knights and 
proxies being all ſeverally reconducted back to their places, under their 
reſpective banners, the Alms-menÞbegan the proceſſion, and were follow- 
ed by all the others, wer, firſt performed their double obeiſance in the 
Chapel. And this proceſſion was made in the ſame form back to the 
Chapel- room, as in the firſt proceſſion to the Chapel, 7 in the fol- 
lowing particulars; that, at the outſide of the weſt door of the Abbey, 
the Sovereign's maſter- cook, having a linen apron, and a choping - knife 
in his hand, ſeverally ſaid to each Companion, Sir, you know what 
* great oath you have taken, which if you keep, it will be great ho- 
« nour to you's but if you break it, I ſhall be compelled, by my of- 
« fice, to hack off your ſpurs from your heels.” And the Prebenda- 
ries had leave to retire to the terufalena Chamber, from the weſt. end of 
the Abbey Church ; the Eſquires, officers of Arms, and of the Order, 
after they came out of the church, were allowed to be covered, and at 
the door of the Chapter-room, Bath King of Arms took the mantles 
from the proxies. 

Dinner being ready, the Great Maſter being preceded by the officers 
of the Order, and Garter King of Arms, came into the Court of Re- 
queſts, proceeded down to the Toner end thereof, and entered into the 
way at the farther fide of the table, and came up to the top of it, be- 
ing followed by all the Knights in courſe, according to the height of 
their ſtalls ; and when grace had been ſaid, they all fat down in that 
order, in the ſame row, upon one ſide of the table, each of them having 
an eicutcheon of his arms and titles fixed to the wall over his ſeat ; the 
Dean was placed next to the junior Knight, and the proxies of the 
Duke of Richmond, and the Lord Glenorchy, ſat uncovered at the bot- 
tom of the table | | 

The officers of the Order, covered with their bonnets, ſat at a table 
placed -ppofite to the Knights table, towards the lower end of the room; 
the officers of Arms dined at a table in the paſſage from the Houſe of 
Lords to the Houſe of Commons; and the Prebondaries in the Jeruſa- 
lem Chamber. | 

The Eſquires, having for ſome time attended behind their reſpective 
Knights, had leave given them to retire to their dinner in the Painted 
Chainher, who went thither in their courſes, where they dined. 

At the ſecond courſe, Bath King of Arms aroſe, and the muſic cea- 
fing, made his reverence in the middle of the room, and there, accor- 
ding to the command given him, prociauncd the ſtyle of Prince William, 
the Firit and Principal Companion of this Moſt Honourable Order, who 
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is always to be placed next the Sovereign; and then cami 5 
the Great Maſter, who Gd up uncovered, while Bath l 
Ryles, and, the Great Maſter then ſitting down, the ſtyle. of each Com.

Ning at Arms, Heralds and Purſuivants, attended by Lerd Robert 
Fitzgerald, Lord Sudly, and Lord Jocelyn, the mag wins, whe Eſquires, 
brought in the Sovereign's banner, which was by the ſenior Eſquire 
carried to the ſteps of the altar, and being delivered to the Ulſter, was 
by him preſented to the Regiſter, and placed within the rails of the al- 
tar. The officers of the Order, and the Eſquires of his Royal High- 
neſs Prince Edward, then went, with the uſual reverences, for the in- 
fignia of the Order, with which they returned in manner following, viz.

The duchy of Bavaria was given to Otho 
Count Wittelpatch, from whom is deſcended the preſent electoral 
family of Bavaria; the duchy of Saxony, to Bernard Aſcani. 
us, founder of the houſe of Anhalt; and all his other territories diſpo- 
ſed of to different perſons. On this he retired to England ; and, by 
his father's interceſſion, Brunſwick and Lunenburgh were reſtored to 
him. His wife Maude died in 1189, and he in 1195. He left three 
ſons; but the two oldeſt not leaving any male iſſue, William, the third 
ſon, earried on the line of the family: and his ſon Otho was created 
Duke of Brunſwick and Lunenburgh in 1235, by the Emperor Ferdi- 
nand II. 

From him all the ſucceeding Dukes of this family have deſcended; 
and no family can boaſt of a line of princes who have more diftinguiſh- 
ed themſelves, both by their political abilities and martial atchieve- 
ments; and they are allied to all the principal families in Europe. 
The Houſe of Brunſwick has divided into ſeveral branches. The pre- 
ſent Duke of Brunſwick-Wolfenbuttel is ſprung from the eldeſt; the 
Duke of Brunſwick-Zell was from the ſecond; and from this laſt 
ſprung the Elector of Hanover.

The GakATr WarDROBE. 


The Maſter or Keeper of the Great Wardrobe was an officer of great 
antiquity and 2 High r and immunities were confer- 
red on him by King Henry VI. which were confirmed by his ſueceſ- 
ſors ; and King James I. not only enlarged them, but ordained that 
this office ſhould be a corporation or body politic for ever. 

It was the duty of this office to provide robes for the coronations, 
marriages, and funerals of the Royal Family ; to furniſh the Court 
with hangings, cloths of ſtate, carpets, beds, and other neceſſaries; to 
furniſh houſes for Ambaſſadors at their firſt arrival; cloths of ftate, 
and other furniture, for the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and all his 
Majeſty's Ambaſſadors abroad; to provide all robes for foreign Knights 
of the Garter, robes for the Knights of the Garter at home ; robes and 
all other furniture for the Officers of the Garter ; coats for Kings, He- 
ralds, and Purſuivants at arms ; robes for the Lords of the Treaſury, 
and Chancellor of the Exchequer, &c. livery for the Lord Chamber- 
lain, Grooms of his Majeſty's Privy-Chamber, Officers of his Majeſty's 
Robes ; for the two Chief Juſtices, for all the Barons of the Exche- 
quer, and ſeveral officers of theſe courts ; all liveries for his Majeity's 
ſervants, as yeoman of the guard, and wardens of the tower, trum- 
peters, kettle-drummers, drummers, and fifes ; the meſſengers, and all 
belonging to the ſtables, as coachmen, footmen, littermen, poſtilions, 
and grooms, &c. all the King's coaches, chariots, harneſſes, ſaddles, 
bits, bridles, &c. the King's water - men, game-keepers, &c. alſo fur- 
niture for the royal yachts, and all rich embroidered tilts, and other 
furniture for the barges. | BORES 

Beſides the Maſter or Keeper of the Wardrobe, who had a ſalary of 
L. zoco, there was his deputy, who had L. 15c, and comptroller and 
a patent clerk, each of whom has a ſalary of L. 2co. Beſides many 
other inferior officers and ſervants, who were all ſworn ſervants to the 


King. 


There was likewiſe a removing Wardrobe, who had its own ſet of 
officers, and ſtanding Wardrobe-keepers at St James's, Windſor Caftle, 
Hampton Court, Kenfington, and Somerſet Houſe ; but the whole of 
the Wardrobe eſtabliſhment was aboliſhed by a& of Parliament in 1782, 
and the duty of it in future to be done by che Lord Chamberlain,

* rights and liberties of the ſubjeQ,” it was enacted, *©* That no per- 
* ſon who ſhall come to the poſſeſſion of the Crown, ſhall go out of 
© the dominions of England, Scotland, or Ireland, without conſent 
% of Parliament.“ But his late Majeſty King George I. on his acceſ- 
fion to the Throne, repealed the ſaid clau{2 in theſe words following: 
« And the reſtrictions, by the ſaid clauſe meant or intended, are and 
* ſhall be repealed, and ſhall for ever be, and be deemed and taken 
* to be, void and of none effect.“ | 

During the reign of King William III. they were alſo written and 
called Guardians, Juſtices of England, and his Majeſty's Lieutenants in 
vhe ſame. On Queen Anne's deceaſe, they were ſtyled Juſlices of 
Great Britain. When King George I. viſited his dominions abroad, 
the Prince.of Wales was conftituted Guardian of Great Britain, and 10 
Lieutenant in the ſame; and whenfoever afterwards his Majeſty's at- 
fairs required him to croſs the ſeas, he appointed ſome of his prime 
Miniſters of State, Noblemen, and others, his Guardians and Juſtices 
of the kingdom of Great Britain, and his Lieutenants in the ſame. 
And King George II. whenever he went to viſit his German domi 
nions during the lifetime of his Royal Conſort Queen Caroline, ap- 
pointed her Majeſty Queen Regent; and, after her death, the great 
Officers of State, and others whom his Majeſty could confide in, were 
appointed Regents.

The Office of PAyMASTER GENERAL of the Land FORCES. 


THE following Report was made of this Office, by the Com- 
miſſioners appointed to examine, &c. the Public Accompts 
of the Kingdom, in their Sixth Report. 


HIS Office conſiſts of the Paymaſter General, his Deputy, a 

Caſhier,. an Accomptant, a Leger-Keeper, a Computer of Off- 
Reckonings, a Caſhier of Half-Pay, and an Entering Clerk, with 
Eight Inferior Clerks, an Office-Keeper, a Houſe-Keeper and Two 
Meſſengers; and Nine Paymaſters abroad. 

The Paymaſter General appoints his Deputies, and all the Officers 
and Clerks employed in his Office. They are all paid by ſolaries, 
or allowances, fees, and gratuities. | | 

The Paymaſter General is appointed by Letters Patent under the 
Great Seal during pleaſure, He receives four annual allowances as 
Paymaſter General of the Forces, and one as Treaſurer of Chelſea 
Hoſpital. The four are—L. 3000 as the particular ſalary belonging 
to his office — L. 1760 for the payment of Clerks — L. 600 for the 
contingent expences of his office — and L. I a- day as one of the Staff 
* 7 | | upon 
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upon the Eſtabliſhment : the other allowance is L. 1 a-day as Trea- 
ſurer of Chelſea Hoſpital. The amount of theſe allowances is L. 6092: 
Out of which he pays for himſelf and Officers, in taxes, L. 962: 19193 
to Clerks, L. 1707; and for the contingent diſburſements of his office, 
L. 360: 7:8; making together L. 3030: 7: 5, which reduced his 
clear receipt to L. 3061: 12: 7. 9 

The Deputy Paymaſter has two ſalaries of L. 500 a- year each: 
One reduced by the One Shilling and Sixpence Duties to L. 462: 108. 
the other paid without deduction; together, clear, L. 962: 108. 

The ſix following Officers are wal who have fees and gratuities 
as well as ſalaries. 

The Caſhier receives a ſalary of L. 200 a- year, reduced by the One 
Shilling Duty to L. 190, and an additional allowance of L. 270 paid 
him without deduction. His fees and gratuities amount to L. 6715 
198. 6d. which, with his ſalaries, made his clear receipt L. 7 175: 19:6. 
But as theſe fees are not always paid at the time the buſineſs is done, 
this ſum, though received in the year 1780, may inelude fees that 
accrued in a preceding year: It certainly does not include the fees 
for all the buſineſs done by him in that year. "The Remitters had not 
paid him their fees upon the warrants for the remittances iſſued to them 
after the month of February 1780: And it appears from the amount 
of thoſe remittances, extracted from the accompt of the extraordinary 
ſervices incurred by the Paymaſter General of the Forces for the year 
1780, that the ſum iſſued to them between the 1ſt of March and the 
3 iſt of December in that year, was L.2,312,830; the fees upon which 
being at the rate of one guinea by the thouſand pounds, amount to 
L. 2427 ; 128.; and being equally divided between the Caſhier and 
the Accomptant, would have added L. 1213: 16s. to the receipt of 
each, and would have increaſed that of the Caſhier to L. 8389: 15: 6. 

The ſalary of the Accomptant is L. 150 a-year, reduced by the 
One Shilling Duty to L. 142: 168. He receives in fees L. 1358 
178. 9d. which added to his ſalary, makes his clear receipt to have 
been L. 1501: 7:9. Had the Remitters paid all their fees, it had 
increaſed by the addition of L.1213:16s. to the ſum of L. 2315:3:9. 

The Leger- Keeper's ſalary is L.100 a- year; beſides which, he re- 
ceives annually L. 80 from the Computer of the Off-Reckonings, and 
L. 100 from the Caſhier of the Half-Pay. His fees amounted to 
L. 394: 16s. making altogether L. 674: 16s, He paid out of this 
ſum, for taxes, L.15; to his Deputy, L. 80; and to another Aſſiſtant, 
L. 50; together, L. 145; which reduced his neat receipt to L. 529 
198. The preſent Leger-Keeper has, by reaſon of his age and in- 
firmities, executed his office by Deputy ever ſince his appointment in 
1765. | 
The Computer of Off-Reckonings has no other ſalary but that of 
L. 80, which he pays to the Leger Keeper. The neat profits aroſe 
from his fees, which amounted to L. 1038: 5: 6. 

The Caſhier of Half-Pay receives L. 80 a-year ſalary : The total 
of his fees was L. 617: 58.3 together, L. 697: 58. Out of which 
he paid for taxes L. 14, and to the Leger Kceper L. 100, This re- 
duced his clear receipt to L. 583: 58. Th ; 
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The Entering Clerk has a ſalary of L. 60 a- year, which with 
L. 1448: 15: 4 received by fees, made his groſs receipt L. 1508: 156. 
4d. reduced by L. 10: 108. paid for taxes, to L. 1498: 5 : 4. | 

The other Clerks are paid from 50 to 1001. a-year, according to 
their ſtations and employments in the Office, and receive no fees or 

ratuities whatever, 

The Deputy Paymaſters abroad are paid an allowance, fix of them 
L. 4: 10s. a-day, and three of them L. 3 a-day. | 

The fees received by theſe Officers are as various as the buſineſs 
they execute; each has fees peculiar to his branch: They conſiſt, 
ſome of them, of a poundage upon the ſums contained in warrants 
brought for payment, and in receipts ; others, of certain ſums per re- 
giment, paid either annually, or upon tranſacting particular branches 
of the regimental buſineſs ; others of them are certain ſums for re- 
owe certificates, receipts, entries, or other articles of official buſi- 
neſs. 

The gratuities are voluntary donations upon the payment of war- 
rants, or for creating ſome trouble to the Office, and are given to the 
Officers of the department where the buſineſs is tranſacted, 

It appears from the accounts of the payments made by the Pay- 
maſter General out of the deductions of twelvepence in the pound, 
and one day's pay for the year 1780, that the falary and allowances 
to the Paymaſter General, (except the L. 1 a-day on the Staff), and 
the two additional ſalaries to the Deputy and Caſhier, and the allow- 
ances to the Deputy Paymaſters abroad, are paid out of the deduc- 
tions of twelvepence in the pound ; the L. 1 a-day on the Staff, is 

aid to him in like manner as the General and Staff Officers of Great 
Britain are paid, out of the money granted for the ordinary ſervices 
of the Army. All theſe payments are therefore a charge upon the 
Public. The Paymaſter General himſelf pays the other ſalaries out 
of the ſum of L. 1760 allowed'him for that purpoſe. The fees and 

ratuities are paid by ti Remitters, Contractors, Agents, and per- 
Kos whoſe buſineſs brings them to the Office, and therefore come im- 
mediately out of their pockets, though much the greateſt part of them 
ultimately fall upon the Public. 8 

The allowance to the Paymaſter of L. 1 a-day upon the Staff, is 
voted annually upon the eſtabliſhment, and, together with the L.1 a- 
day as Treaſurer of Chelſea Hoſpital, is inſerted in his Letters Patent. 
All the ſalaries and allowances paid to him, are ſuch as have been al- 
lowed to his predeceſſors in this office; and all ſalaries, fees and 
gratuities received by the Officers and Clerks and Deputy Paymaſters, 
are the ſame as have been paid to, and rewived by, thoſe who have 
gone before them. | 

It appears that the groſs amount of the emoluments received in this 
Office, was L. 25, 108: 19: 1. The neat amount was L. 23,561: Q. 
8d. The ſum of L. 13, 450 received for ſalaries and allowances, was 
paid by the Public: The ſum of L. 11,5 73: 19: 1 for fees and gra- 
tuities, was paid by individuals, 

There is moreover another gratuity given to the Officers and Clerks 
in each of theſe Pay Gilices, upon palling the final accompts of a 
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Treaſurer and Paymaſter General in the Office of the Auditor of the 
Impreſt. This gratuity is craved of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, 
by a Memorial from the reſpective Officers and Clerks in each Office, 

as a compenſation for their trouble in carrying on and making up the 
accompts of a Treaſurer and Paymaſter General after his reſignation ; 
The quantum of it bears ſome proportion to the total ſum contained 
in the accompt paſſed ; it is allowed to them by a Treaſury warrant, 
out of the balance remaining in the hands of the Accomptant, and is 
therefore paid out of a public fund. Theſe allowances have been 
made ever fince the Revolution; and by the accompts of them from 
that period tranſmitted to us from theſe Offices, it appears, that in 
the Pay-Office of the Navy, the inſtances of theſe gratuities from the 
year 1688 to the year 1772, when the laſt accompts of Mr Dodding- 
ton ending 1n the year 1756 were paſſed, are ſeventeen, and amount 
to L. 54,162: 17: 9x; and in the Pay-Office of the Army, the in- 
ſtances from the ſame year to the year 1970, when the accompts of

PARTICULARS relating to the Office of TREASURER 
of the Navy. 


THE Office of the Treaſurer of the Navy is divided into three 
branches, the Paymaſters, the Caſhiers, and the Victualling Branch. 
All the money he receives is for the Navy Services, and placed un- 
der, or carried over to one of theſe branches: The money in each 
branch is ſubdivided, arranged, and kept under various different heads 
of ſervices. The whole balance, at the time he leaves the office, con- 
tinues to be liable, whether it be in his hands, or in the hands of his 

repreſentatives in caſe of his death, to the ſame ſervices to which its 
| ſeveral parts were originally deſtined ; and the Commiſſioners of the 
Navy, Victualling, Sick and Hurt Offices, each in their ſeveral de- 

artments, continue to aſſign bills upon him for payment, until they 
e reduced his balance to ſuch a ſum as in their opinion will not be 
more than ſufficient to anſwer the purpoſes for which it has been uſual 
to leave money with him until his final accompt is paſſed. Theſe 
purpoſes are, firit, to carry on the recalls upon thoſe ſhips books 
which were open to his Treaſurerſhip, and the payment of the half- 

ay lifts and bounties to chaplains. The ſhips books are uſually 
4 open for recalls for ſeven or eight years after the expiration of 
the Treaturerſhip, in order to give thoſe ſeamen, who, by being either 
* erned- over to other ſhips, or employed in other places, could not at- 
tend at the time their ſhip was paid, an opportunity of receiving their 
wages when it is in their power to apply for them. The only fund 


applicable to this ſervice, is the money 1n«the Pay branch, placed un- 


der the head of To pay ſhips, and carry o recalls.* This ſervice is 
at an end when the ſhips books are made 3. They are made P as 
| | they 
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they come in courſe in order of time: and after the laft is cloſed, the 
half-pay liſts are likewiſe cloſed, and the payment of the bounty to 
chapſains ceaſes. The other purpoſe is to pay the fees and expences 
of carrying on, making up, and paſſing his accompts. Upon paſlin 

every accompt, fees are paid to the Auditors of the Impreſt out o 

the money in his hands under the head of To pay Exchequer Fees 
and other contingent expences of the Pay Office.” But upon paſling 
his final accompt, there is a gratuity alſo paid in the following man- 
ner: The Officers and Clerks who tranſact the buſineſs of the Trea- 
ſurer in office, carry on alſo at the ſame time, and finally make u 

the accompts of the Treaſurers out of office, for which extra — 
they have no ſalary or recompence whatever until the final accompt 
is ready to be paſſed ; at which time it has been uſual for them, by pe- 
tition to the Lords of the Treaſury, to obtain a reaſonable allowance 
for their trouble, which has been paid them by virtue of a Treaſury 
warrant out of any money remaining in the hands of that Treaſurer, 
under whatever head of ſervice it may be placed. „5 


Of the PRINCIPAL OFFICES in the EXCHEQUER. 


AUTDEITO 


THE Auditor is appointed for life, by a Conſtitution under the 
Hands and Seals of the Commiſſioners of the "Treaſury. All the Ex- 
chequer Bills, Orders, Debentures, Patents, and other Inſtruments 
which paſs this Office, are ſigned by him. The official profits are not 
received by himſelf, but by his Firſt Clerk, who accounts with him for 
them every month. He receives eleven annual allowances, amountin 
to L. 3766: 18. He has a ſmall annual fee from the Wardrobe, of 
L. 4: 178.; and is entitle«. to fees upon the receipt of money into, and 
iſſue of money out of the Exchequer; the firſt amounted to L. 170: 13:9. 
the latter to L.12,554: 2:6. The ſum he received by fees for en- 
ring patents, and upon impreſt bills, was L. 39 : 5s. and in gratui- 
ties L. 345: 178. the groſs amount of all which is L. 16, 880: 6: 3. 
Out of which ſum he made the following payments: for taxes, L. 8 72: 1 28.3 
to clerks, L. 1662: 10 8.; for incidental expences of office, L 329: 285 
together with L. 2864: 2: 2; which reduced the clear receipt to 
L. 14, 016: 4: 1. The firſt clerk has an annual allowance of L. ico, 
and the clerks fees, amounting to L. 300: 16: 8; his gratuities 
were L. 142: 17 8.; making together L. 3244: 13:8; reduced by 

ayments for taxes, clerks, and incidental expences, to L. 2752 : 3:6. 
he reſt of the clerks have ſalaries in proportion to their rank and 
employment, paid to them either by the Auditor, or his firſt or other 
clerks : Th y have fees likewiſe, and gratuities of various kinds; and 
of what they receive, make various payments. 'The foundation of 
theſe allowances and fees, and the authority under which they are 
claimed and paid, are as follows: Upon the King's Acceſſion, a cer- 
tificate is tranſmitted from the Auditor's Office to the T „ 
uant 
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ſuant to their requiſition, conſiſting of two lifts, one containing the 
ſeveral fees, ſalaries, and allowances that have by ancient cuſtom, let. 
ters patent, conſtitutions, or other authorities, been paid to the Offi. 
ters and Miniſters of the Exchequer, either in right of their offices 
and employments, or in reward for their ſervices ; the other contain. 
ing the fees, ſalaries, or allowances that have been ſettled and allowed 
them for their labour and expence in managing and performing the 
buſineſs of the annuities payable at the Exchequer. . This certificate 
is ſent back to the Exchequer, annexed to a warrant directed to the 
Auditor, authoriſing him to draw orders or paſs debentures for pay- 
ing from time to time, in the uſual manner, and at the accuſtomed 
times, to the Officers, the ſums in the certificate mentioned; the firſt 
liſt amounting to L. 1801: 9s. out of the money applicable to his 
Majeſty's Civil Government ; the other amounting to L. 5900 out of 
the reſpective funds applicable to the payment of the annuities. 

This warrant ſtates the authority under which the Treaſury iſſue it, 
to be, as to the firſt liſt, either the letters-patent, conſtitutions, or 
authorities whereby the Officers hold their employments, or the ge- 
neral letters- patent dormant, by which the King empowers them to 
make variety of payments therein deſcribed out of the Civil Liit; and 
as to the ſecond liſt, either the powers given to them by the reſpec- 
tive Acts of Parliament relative to the annuities, or any other power 
in them being. 

In this certificate are contained the eleven allowances paid to the 
Auditor: the two firſt of them, amounting to L. 460: 3: 4, are in 
the firſt liſt, and paid to him in right of his office; the other nine, 
making L. 3305: 17: 8, are in the ſecond liſt, and paid to him as a 
recompence for his trouble in the buſineſs of the annuities, by virtue 
of the power veſted in the Treaſury by the ſeveral Acts to provide 
for the charges of management. A 

The fees of the Auditor, upon the receipt of money, are, 1/, 
about one fourth part of the Tally Court fees, of which fourth 
his Clerk attending in the Tally Court has a ſhare : 2dly, Part of a 
ſum allowed by the Treaſury to ſome of the Exchequer Officers, for 
the tallies of loan, which are exempt from fees. 

The fees upon the iſſue are a poundage upon money iſſued for cer- 
tain ſervices, not for all ſervices. In the year 1780, the ſum on which 
the poundage fees were paid was near eight millions: Upwards of 
twenty-two millions more were iſſued that year, for which neither the 
Auditor nor his clerks received any fees whatever. The other fees 
are certain payments for tranſacting particular kinds of buſineſs. All 
theſe fees arc regulated by a Table, pecifying, both for the Auditor 
and his Clerks, the rate where it is a poundage, otherwiſe the 
quantum of each fee. This Table is for the molt part grounded upon 
uſage, recogniſed as ancient by the Barons of the Exchequer in the 
year 1692, as to thoſe fees the ſubje&t matter of which exiſted at 
that time, and acquieſced in as to thoſe fees the ſubject- matter of 
which is of date ſubſequent to that year. 

By an Act paſſed in the third year of William and Mary, the Offi- 
cers of the Exchequer were prohibited from taking any other _ 

or 
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for the receiving or iſſuing the ſupplies granted by that or any othet 
Act of that Parliament, except ſuch ancient and legal fees as ſhould 
be allowed to be ſo by the Barons of the Court of Exchequer, who 
were required to preſent to both Houſes of Parliament, at the next 
Seſſions, a Table of Fees to be by them allowed as ancient and legal. 
It comprehends the fees to be taken upon the receipt and iſſue of mon 

in the Offices of the Auditor, the Clerk of the Pells, the Tellers, and 
the Tally Court; and is the rule, though the Act is long ſince ex- 
pired, by which they are governed at this day, except in ſome few 
inltances where uſage fince that report has introduced variations; 
one of which is, by the Barons report, the whole of the fees paid to 
the Officers of the Exchequer upon the iſſue of money for the Army 
ſervices in general, was three-halfpence in the pound; but, ever ſince 
the year 1744, a difference has been made between the iſſue for the 
ordinary and the extraordinary ſervices. The fees for the firſt continue 
at three-halfpence ; thoſe for the latter are reduced to one penny in 
the pound, Theſe payments come out of different funds : the two 
firſt allowances to the Auditor, the 'Ireaſury allowance for the tallies 
of loan, the Wardrobe fee, and the allowance to the Firſt Clerk, which 
is included in the firſt liſt of the Exchequer certificate, are paid out 
of the Civil Liſt ; the other nine allowances eut of the funds created 
by the ſeveral Acts, and therefore out of public money. The fees of 
the Tally Court, and from iiſues and for other buſineſs, are paid im- 
mediately by individuals; but all the Exchequer fees on the iſſues for 
the Army ſervices, amounting in the year 1780 to L. 39,198 : 7: 10, 
are charged by the Paymaſter General of the Forces upon the deduc- 
tions of twelvepence in the pound, and therefore paid by the Public, 
Of the ſum of L. 7, 980, 340, on the iſſue of which fees were paid, 
L. 734.732, part thereof, was money belonging to the Public; 
L. 668,608, the other part, was out of the Civil Lift. From the 
accompt it appears, that the total ſum received in this Office was 
L. 21,273: 168.; the nett ſum was L. 19,880: 16:4; the ſum of 
L. 10, 708: 12: 1 was paid by the Public, L. 1116: 7: 5 out of the 
Civil Liſt, and L. 6448 : 16: 6 by individuals. 


CLERK of the PRLLS. 


THE Clerk of the Pells is appointed for life, by a conſtitution 
under the hands and ſeals of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, to 
exerciſe his office either by himſelf or deputy. In conſequence of 
this privilege, it has not been uſual for many years for the Clerk ob 
the Pells to execute any part of the buſineſs himſelf ; the Deputy 
tranſacts the whole, and receives and accounts with his Principal for 
all the profits that belong to him. The Clerk of the Pells receives 
thirteen diſtinct allowances, amounting to L. 1603 : 11d. paid to him 
by order or debenture; one of them, L. 61 : 13: 4, is inferted in his 
conſtitution, and is, together with fix more making L. 306 : 1 : 8, 
included in the firſt liſt in the Exchequpr certificate, and therefore 
payable out of the Civil Lift; the remaining fix, pa fat 
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L. 1235: 5: 11, are in the ſecond lift, and therefore payable out of 
the reſpective annuity funds. His fees upon the receipt conſiſt of 
about one-fourth both of the Tally Court fees and the Treaſury al. 
lowance for the tallies of loan, a certain part of both of which iz 
appropriated to his Clerk of the introitus. His ſhare of theſe fees 
and allowance came to L. 194: 5: 104. His fees on the iſſue are, 
like thoſe of the Auditor, a poundage at different rates for different 
ſervices, paid by the perſons receiving, according to a Table hung in 
the Office, taken, and varying but little from the Barons Report ; and 
according to the ſame Table, ſome ancient fees are taken for the en- 
tries, inrolments, and examinations of certain inſtruments. All the 
above fees amounted to L. 7500: 2 : 8, and his gratuities from the 
Public Offices to L. 55 : 1s. which made his, groſs receipt {.. 9432 
Is. 64; out of which he paid L. 1834: 9: 6, which reduced his 
clear receipt to L. 7597 : 12: O. ; 

The Deputy and Firſt Clerk has a ſalary of L. 420 a- year paid 
to him by his Principal. His fees are, a poundage upon one kind of 
iſſue only, that is, the iſſue on annuities, penſions, &. at the rate 
ſtated in the Barons Report; and alſo ſome other {mall fees and gra- 
tuities, amounting to L. 283:6:1: theſe two ſums were reduced by 
the payment of L. 22 for taxes, to the neat ſum of L. 681: 6: 1, 

'The Clerk of the Introitus has a ſhare of the Tally Court fees, and 
of the Treaſury allowance, and ſome other ſmall fees, allowances and 

tuities, the whole producing L. 348 9 92, reduced by L.g: 78. 
— to L. 339: 2 94. The reft of the Clerks have ſalaries 
from L. 50 to L. 120 paid them by the Principal, and a few of them 
ſome ſmall fees and gratuities. From a ſtate of the total received and 
paid in this Office, the ſum received was L. 10,269 19: 24, the nett 
ſum L. 9543: 13: 95 ; the ſum paid by the Public L. 5964 : 4 : 9, 
out of the Civil Lift L. 752: 1: 32, and from individuals L. 3553 
138. 2d. | 


Of the TELLERs. 


THE Tellers is one Office in four diviſions, each conſiſting of a 
Teller, a deputy and firſt clerk, two offices executed by the ſame perſon, 
a ſecond clerk, and three inferior clerks ; in all twenty-four perſons. 
The Teller is appointed for life by letters- patent, which empower him 
to execute the office by deputy ; and therefore the whole buſineſs of 
theſe Officers is now, and long has been, tranſacted entirely by depu- 
ties; the Teller himſelf executes no part of it; he does not collect his 
own profits; they are received and accounted for to him by his de- 

ty. | 
"Bok Teller receives yearly an ancient ſalary or fee belonging to 
his office ; the ſenior L.33:6:8; the three juniors L. 31 : 13: 4 
each. They have likewiſe ſix annual allowances from the Treaſury 
for their trouble in paying the annuities, which are equally divided 

amongſt the four. The ſhare of each is L. 339: 14: 14. Theſe 
falarics and allowauces are in the Exchequer Certificate; the ſalaries 
| an 
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in the firſt liſt, the allowances in the ſecond, The Tellers are paid 


nothing upon the receipt of money: their fees ariſe from the iſſue, and 
conſiſt of a poundage on iſſues, not for all, but for certain ſervices, 
and different for different ſervices, according to the rates ſpecified in 
the Table of Fees ſtated and taken from the Barons Report; but 
varying from it in the rate on the iſſues for the extraordinaries of the 
Army as before mentioned, and on the iſſues for penſions and ſome 
other ſervices, which, though ſubje& to fees in that Report, are ſince 
exempted by Acts of Parliament. Theſe fees are divided equally 
amongſt the four Tellers; and the ſhare of each was L.7038 : 15 : Oo. 
The {ſum on the iſſue of which theſe fees were taken, was near ſixteen 
millions ; the ſum for which no fees were taken, was upwards of 
fourteen millions, as being exempt either by Acts of Parliament, 
courteſy, or uſage. The ſum ſubject to fees in the Office of the 
Tellers, exceeds the ſum ſubject to fees in the Offices of the Auditor 
and Clerk of the Pells ; from the Barons Report, makes the ſum 
iſſued to the Navy (which in the year 1780 exceeded fix millions} 
and to the Ordnance, liable in the one, and not in the others. The 
falary, and one fourth part of the allowances and fees which conſti- 
tute the groſs receipts of the Firſt Teller, amounted to L. 7409 : 178. 
14 d. out of which he paid for clerks and gratuities, and incidental 
expences, L.713: 5: 44; the remainder, being his nett receipt, was 
L. 6696: 11:9 f. 

The groſs receipt of the Second eller, conſiſting of the like arti- 
oles, and alſo L. 40 for the rent of a houſe belonging to his office, 
was L. 7450: 2: 54. His payments for clerks, taxes, and incidents, 
were L. 772: 16: 6, which left him a nett receipt of L. 6677 
58. 114 d. 

The groſs receipt of the Third Teller was the like ſum. His pay- 
ments were L. 742: 178. which left him a clear balance of L. 6707 
55. 54 d.; but the Third Teller, taking to himſelf a portion of his 
firſt clerk's fees, amounting to L. 1108: 15: 7, and all his ſecond 
clerk's fees (deducting the taxes) being L. 1337: 2: 1, his nett re- 
ceipt was L. 9153 3: 15. 

The profits of the office of the Fourth Teller (which were divided 
between Mr Townſhend the late Teller, or his executors, and Mr Pratt, 
who ſucceeded to this office 21ſt May 1980) were L. 7511: 3: 74. 
The deductions were L. 771: 1d. which reduced the clear receipt to 
L. 6740 : 3: 64. The articles compoſing theſe ſeveral receipts and 
deductions, and thoſe which follow relative to the clerks, are enume- 
rated in the Return tranſmitted to us from this Office, 

The Deputy, as ſuch, has no profit whatever; but, as Firſt. Clerk, 
he has fees both upon the receipt and iſſue. The fees upon the re- 
ceipt are called bill money, and are in conſideration of his writing the 
bills. They are paid according to the ancient Table of Fees uſed in 
the Office, and ſtated in the Return; not included in the Barons 
Report, becauſe that Report relates to the Supplies granted by that 
Parliament only. This bill money is divided equally among the four 
Firit Clerks; the ſhare of each was L. 182: 9s. The fees upon the 
ilſue are a poundage after a certain rate, for certain ſervices ac-

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cording to the Barons Report, ſimilar to that of the Tellers, with 
the like variations and exemptions. Theſe fees are divided into, eight 
equal parts, and belong to the four Firſt, and the four Second Clerks 
the eighth part or ſhare of each was L. 1379: 12:1. Each Firſt 
Clerk receives alſo annually, in gratuities from Public Offices, 
L. 46: 46. Theſe articles of bill- money, fees and gratuities, makin 
together L. 1608: 5;1, was the groſs receipt of the Firſt Clerks 
to the three Junior Tellers. The Firſt Clerk to the Senior Teller 
received more; he had the allowance of L. 339 : 14s., and IL. 236 
out of the fees of the Second Clerk, in conſideration of his paying 
the ſalaries of the three Under Clerks, and as an additional recom- 
pence for his care and trouble in the execution of his office. Theſe 
ſums increaſed his groſs receipt to L. 2177: 19:1, out of which 
he paid in taxes, for clerks, and other expences, L. 457: 18., re- 
ducing thereby his nett receipt to L. 1720: 18: 1, The Firſt Clerk 
to the Second Teller reduced his receipt of L. 1608: 5 : 1, by the 
payment of L. 51: 148. for taxes aud incidental expences, to L. 1556 
118. 1d. The Firſt Clerk to the Third Teller paid in taxes and gra- 
tuities L.53:5:6; the remaining ſum of L. 1554: 19: 7, he 
did not retain to his own uſe. He is allowed by his Teller for the 
execution of this office, a falary of L. 400 a- year, and the gratuities 
of L. 46: 48. Theſe he retains; but the reſidue, being L. 1108 
158. 7d. he paid to the Third Teller. WEN 

The Firſt Clerk to the Fourth Feller paid out of his receipt L. 53 
5 s. 6d. for taxes and gratuities, and in addition to the ſalaries of the 
Senior Under Clerk L. 37: 12: ox, being at the rate of L. 100 a- 
year from the 21ſt of May, the time of Mr Pratt's appointment, to 
Michaelmas 1780: theſe payments reduced his clear receipt to 
L.1517 : 7 : 64. 

An account of the receipts and payments in this Office ſhews the 
groſs receipt to be L. 41,772: 14: 5, and the nett L. 38,138 : 135. 
24 d. L. 29,272: 3: 4 is paid out of public money, L. 1024: 98. 
out of the Civil Liſt, and L. 11,476: 2: 1 by individuals. 


C HAM BE RLAIN 'S OFFICE. 


THE office of Chamberlain is held for life by Letters Patent, 
with power to execute it by Deputy. By virtue of this privilege, 
theſe two Officers interfere not in any part of the buſineſs of this Of- 
fice; it is all tranſacted on both ſides by the Deputies. Each Chan- 
berlain is entitled to two annual payments: a ſalary of L. 52: 3 : 4 
reduced by taxes to L. 46: 17s.; aud L. 13: 6: 6 wardrobe-money, 
reduced by fees to L. 11: 19: 10; together, clear L. 58: 16: 10. 
The two ſalaries are in the firit lift of the Exchequer certificate; the 
wardrobe-money is a cuſtomary payment, They receive neither fee 
nor gratuity ; but they take to themſelves a part of the profits of both 
their Deputies. The Senior Chamberlain received out of the fees of 
his Deputy, on the Receipt fide, L. 70; and out of the fees of his De- 
puty, on the Court fide, L. 256: 6: 1c; which increaſed his nett mo 
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fits to L. 385: 3:8. The Junior Chamberlain received out of the 
rofits of his Deputy, on the Receipt fide, L. 252: 5:2; and on the 
Poart ſide, L. 274: 6: 10; which made his clear receipt L. 585: 8 8. 
10d. The two Deputies on the Receipt fide have each of them an- 
cient ſalaries z the Senior Four amounting to L. 97 a-year ; the Ju- 
nior Three, together, L. 57 a-year : The firſt liſt of the Exchequer 
certificate contains them all. They are alſo entitled, in equal moieties, 
to one fourth part (with ſome trifling exceptions) of the fees taken 
in the Tally Court, of which the ſhare of each Deputy was L. 190 
17 8. 5d. Each of them received a Treaſury allowance for the tallies 
of loan, L. 70:13: 3; and from the Paymaſter-Genera] of the 
Forces, a gratuity of L. 3: 13: 6. Theſe ſeveral items produced to 
the Senior L. 365: 4: 2, reduced by the payment of L. 18: 15:6 
for taxes, and L. 70 to his Principal, to the clear ſum of L. 276: 5 8. 
8d. ; and produced to the ſunior L. 325 : 4 : 2, reduced by the pay- 
ment of L. 18: 15: 6 for taxes, to L. 306: 8: 8, of which ſum he 
retained to his own uſe a ſalary of L. 50. Allowed him by his Prin- 
cipal for the execution of the office, the gratuity of L. 3: 13: 6, 
and a ſum of about 108. more, making together L. 54: 3: 61 the 
remainder, being L. 252: 5: 2, he paid to his Principal. 

An ancient Table regulates the fees taken in the Tally Court, and 
eſtimates them either by the tally, or by the ſum paid in. They are 
received by the perſons who take away the tallies, and are divided for 
the moſt part into four equal portions, one of. which belohgs to the 
Auditor and his Clerk, another to the Clerk ef the Pells and his Clerk, 
a third to the two Deputy Chamberlains on the Receipt fide, and the 
fourth to the Tally Cutter. 

The two Deputies on the Court fide have each an ancient ſalary 
of L. 5 a-year inſerted in the firſt liſt of the Exchequer certificate, 
and are entitled, in equal moieties, to fees by accomptants for joining 
tallies according to an ancient Table, and eſtimated either by the 
tally or the ſum to be accounted for. The moiety of theſe fees was 
L. 261:0: 7, and of the Treaſury allowance for the tallies of Joan 
L. 86: 18 : 9, together to each deputy L. 352: 19: 4. Out of this 
ſum, the Deputy to the Senior Chamberlain paid L. t6: 2: 6 for taxes, 
and L. 3 for incidental expences, which reduced the clear receipt to 
L. 333: 16: 10: Of this ſum he retained L. 65 as his ſalary for the 
execution of the office, and L.12 : 10s. for the under clerk ; the re- 


. fidue, being L.256: 6: 10, he paid to his Principal. The like ſhare 


of the Deputy to the Junior was reduced by the like payments for 
taxes, and L. 12: 10s. to the clerk, to L. 324: 6: 10; out of which re- 
taining his ſalary of L. 50, he paid the remaining L.274 :.6 : 10, to 
his Principal. The under clerk has only a ſalary of L.25 a- year paid 
to kim out of the fees of the Deputies. 


TALLY CUTTER. 


THE Tally Cutter is appointed by a Conſtitution from the Com- 
miſſioners of the Treaſury during pleaſure. He executes no part of 
the buſineſs of this Office himſel Pon Deputy tranſacts the whole of 
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it. He has n ſalary of L. 5: 108. a- year inſerted in the firſt lift of 


the Exchequer certificate, and received an allowance from the Treaſury 
for the loan tallies of L. 141: 6: 6, which two ſums are paid out of 
the Civil Lift : his fourth of the Tally Court fees amounted to 
L. 366: 7: 10. Theſe ſums making together L. 513: 4: 4, were 
reduced by L. 14: 12 : 9 paid for taxes, and L. 57: 1: 3 allowed to 
his Deputy, to L.441 : 10: 4 clear receipt. The Deputy, in addition 
to his ſalary, received from the Uſher L.1 : 10s. for grinding tools, 
and L. 1: 3: 6 in gratuities, which made his neat receipt L.59 : 14 : g. 

The groſs charge of this Office, comprehending all its diviſions, is 
L. 2043: 4: 6; to which the Public contributed L. 7: s.; the Civil 
Liſt, L. 758: 10: 2; individuals, L. 1277: 7 : 4: the neat receipt was 
L.1917:6:9. But to the expence created by this Office muſt be 
added thoſe portions of the Tally Court fees, and the Treaſury allow- 
ances for the tallies of loan paid to the Auditor and the Clerk of 
the Pells, amounting together to L. 102 1: 58. included in the accounts 
of the profits of thoſe officers; which added to the groſs ſum of 


L. 2043: 4: 6, increaſes the total expence of the Chamberlain's ' 


Office to L. 3064: 9: 6. 


Us EE KM. 


THE Uſher is appointed for life by Letters Patent, with power ta 
exerciſe the office by Deputy ; which power it has been uſual for the 
Uther to make uſe of, and conſequently the buſineſs of this Office is 
tranſacted entirely by the Deputy. The Uſher receives ſeveral ſmall half. 


yearly fees or payments on different accounts enumerated in the Return, 


and amounting to L. 40: 17:8; but his principal advantage is the 


profit he makes by ſupplying the Treaſury and Exchequer with 
ſtationery and turnery ware, and ſeveral other articles, and the Ex- 
chequer with coals ; and by employing the workmen who do the re- 
pairs of the Exchequer, and the inſide of the "Treaſury, There is an 
ancient Table kept in the Offices of the Auditor and Uſher, which con- 
tains a long catalogue of the articles furniſhed by the Uſher, and a 
certain price aſtixed to each article. The Uſher is allowed, and charges 
Government, for each article he furniſhes, ' at the rate ſtated in this 
Table: But this Table does not contain all the vfeus he provides; for 
ſuch as are not included in it, he is allowed a proſit of 40 per cent.; and 
on the warkmens bills for repairs, he has a profit of three ſhillings and 
ſixpence in the pound. The total of theſe gains was L. 5252: 8: 443 
and with his fees, made his greſs receipt L. 5293: G: 04. His gratui- 
ties were, for taxes, L. 476: O0: 54; to his Deputy, a ſalary of L. 144, 
and one third of the poundage on the bills; for repairs, L. 234: 4: 6; 
to the Clerk, a falary of L. 50; and to him as Veoman Uſher, 
L. 36: 8: 3; in fees, L. 46: 18s,; and for incidental expences, 
L. 1o5: 14: 10: the amount of theſe deductions is L. 1093: 6: 04, 

and his nett receipt L. 4200. | 
The Deputy received in fees from the ftationers and others, 
L. 145: 5 11; which added to his ſalary, and poundage on the work» 
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Mens bills, made L.523:10: 5; from which L. 4 being deducted for 
taxes, his nett receipt was L. 519: 10: 5. The Clerk received in 
ratuities, L. 76: 13.3 as Yeoman Uſher, he received in gratuities 
23: 2: 6, which, with the payment from the Uſher, produced 
L. 59: 10:9; together, L. 185: 11 : 9, from which there was no 
deductions. Hence the groſs expence of this Office was L. 5537: 15:5. 
the nett L. 4905: 2: 2; the Public contributed L. 1007: 6: 84, 
the Civil Liſt L. 4285: 19:4, and individuals L. 244: 925. 


PAYLMASTERS of EXCHEQUER BILLS. 


THIS Office is executed by three Paymalters, a Comptroller, an 
Accomptant, a Caſhier, and two Clerks; to which are added, a 
Houſe-keeper and Meſſenger, and occaſional Aſſiſtant Clerks. The 
Paymaſters, the Comptroller, and the Houſe-keeper, are appointed by 
the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury by conſtitution during pleaſure z 
the reſt of the Officers are appointed by the Paymaſters themſelves. 

This Office is diſtinguiſhed from the reſt, in, that the Officers, as 
well as Clerks, are all paid by ſalaries only. No fee or gratuity 
whatever is taken by any of then, except a ſmall annual fee of L 2 
7s. allowed the Accomptant for making up his year's accompt. Each 


Paymaſter has an annual ſalary of L. 283: 6 : 8, which: has not va- 


ried ſince the year 1736, He pays for himſelf and Clerks, L. 34 
38. 4d. for taxes, which reduced it to L. 249: 3: 4. The Comp- 
troller's ſalary is L. 350 a-ycar, reduced by the payment of L. 41 
10 8. for taxes, to L. 308: 16s. The ſalaries of the reſt are paid 
clear of deductions, as ſtated in the Return, which is paid out of 
public funds. 

From the accompt of the contingent expences of this Office, there 
were L. 169: 17 : 7 paid alſo by the Public; ſo that the. groſs ex- 
pence of this Office to the Public was L. 1792: 4: 7; the nett pro- 
duce to the Officers was L. 1478: 58. That the total amount of 
the expences, the receiving and iſſuing of the public money at the 
receipt of his Majeſty's Exchequer, may appear at one view, we 
have ſubjoined in the Appendix an accompt of the totals of the groſs 
and nett receipt by the Officers and Clerks in each of theſe branches 
of the Exchequer, with the deductions paid thereout during the year 
1780: From whence it appears, that the groſs ſum received by all of 
them, in ſalaries, fees and gratuities, was L. 82,519: 16: 64, and 
the nett ſum L. 75,863 : 19 : 34; that L. 51,751: 18: 54 was paid 
by the Public, L. 80608 :0: 53 out of the Civil Liſt, L. 22,929 
158. 3d. by individuals, and L. 3867: 12 : 54 for taxes. 

Such is the State of the ſalaries, fees and gratuities; and ſuch the 
authority under which they are paid and received in theſe Offices. 
But the Act enjoins us a ſtill farther duty: it commands us to report 
ſuch regulations as in our judgment ſhall appear expedient to be eſta- 
bliſhed, in order that the dutics, taxes, and monies granted, received, 
aud appropriated for the public ſeryice of this kingdom, may wr 

alter 
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after be received and iſſued in a manner the moſt beneficial and ad. 
vantageous to the Public. | 

Regulations to this end have in the progreſs of this inquiry, of. 
fered themſelves to our judgment ; regulations teading to introduce 
that ſyſtem of ſtrict economy in the adminiftration of the pubiic 
revenue, which the Legiſlature has by the Act determined to be ne- 
ceeſſary. By ſtrict ceconomy, we apprehend, is not meant ſuch az 
either derogates from the honour and dignity of the Crown, or 
abridges the Servant of the Public of the due reward of his induſtry 
and abilities: we mean an economy that ſteers between extreme par- 
ſimony on the one hand, and profuſion on the other; that is con- 
ſiſtent with juſtice, as well as prudence; that gives to all their full 
due, and to none more ; that ſupports every ufeful and neceſſary eſta- 
bliſhment, but cuts off and reduces every ſuperfluous and redundant 
expence. Some regulations built upon the principle of ceconomy 
thus defined, have for their objects, the offices, the officers, and 
their emoluments. 

An office of the higheſt antiquity, that has ſubſiſted for ages under 
its preſent form, that of the receipt and cuſtody of the public treaſure, 
upon the adminiſtration of which depends the national credit and 
fafety of the realm : an office of ſuch a deſcription is entitled to the 
utmoſt reſpect, and alterations in its eſtabliſhment ſhould be well 
weighed, and propoſed with caution and difſidence. But as a change 
in the manners, cuſtoms, and above all, in the finances of this nation 
fince the origin of this office, together with peculiar circumſtances of 
the times, may render regulations neceſſary, we have judged it a part 
of our duty to examine into the receipt of the Exchequer, with a view 
to an economical reform. 

The Office of the Chamberlains of the Exchequer, however im- 

tant in ancient times, is at this day occupied principally in the 

fineſs of the Tally, which is the official acquittance to perſons 
paying money in to the Exchequer. This acquittance has various 
ſormalities, all calculated to prevent the poſſibility of a forgery, by 
which the Accomptant might, on paſling his accompts, be diſcharged 
ef a ſum he never paid. 

The Teller is obliged, as ſoon as he receives the money, to tranſ- 
mit the bill by which he charges himſelf with that receipt, through 
the Pipe, iato the Tally Court, where the following Officers attend: 
3/7, The Tally Writer, who is the Officer of the Auditor, and takes 
an account ot the ſum, and writes it on both ſides of the Tally de- 
—_—_— to him, with the ſum cut upon it in notches by the Tally 

utter. 

2dly, The Clerk of the Introitus, who is the Officer of the Pells, 
and records the receipt: And 3dly, The two Deputy Chamberlains 
on the receipt fide, who ſplit the Tally, examine and compare the 
two parts with each other, and with the entry by the Clerk of the 
Introitus. The Tally is delivered to the Accomptant ; the Foil is 
delivered to, and kept by the Deputy Chamberlain on the Court 
fide, until the Accomptant, being about to paſs his accompts, brings 


to them the accompt of his payments into the Exchequer, . 
allies: 
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Tallies : Theſe Chamberlains examine the accompt, join the Tallies 
with the Foils, mark both, certify upon the accompt that the Tallies 
are received and joined, deliver back his accompt to the Accomptant, 
keep the Foil in the Office, and ſend the Tally to the Clerk of the 
Pipe. In this operation Nine perſons are concerned. | 

It is undoubtedly true, that the public revenue cannot be too ſafely 

arded againſt fraud of every kind ; but if a mode of receipt can 
4 ſubſtituted ſimilar to. what is practiſed in other Offices, equally 
ſecure, and at but little expence, ſuch a mode demands attention. 
If, inftead of the Tally Court, the Clerks of the Auditor and of 
the Pells were to attend the Office of the Tellers, as the Bank Clerk 
does now, and take an accompt of the ſums as they are received; 
if an indented check receipt of each ſum was made out, compared 
with the entries, and marked with an Intratur by the one» Officer, 
and a Recordatur by the other; if this receipt was produced with 
the accompt before it is paſſed and examined with the counterfoil, 
and the accompt compared with the entries in the Office either of 
the Auditor or the Pells, and the truth of it certified by that Of- 
ficer ; a check thus fenced, ſeems to be as effectually ſecured againft 
forgery as the Tally, is a mode more ſimple, and can be tranſacted 
by a Single Clerk. Nor is this check unknown in the Exchequer ; the 
bills that are iſſued every year to a great amount both in number 
and value, are guarded by the check indenture and counterfoil, 

The other buſineſs of this Office may without injury to the Public 
be eaſily transferred elſewhere. The cuſtody of one of the keys to the 
Tellers cheſts, the number of which ought not to be diminiſhed, 
may be committed to the Auditor and the cuſtody of the ſtandard 
weights and meaſures, and of the ſtandard pieces of gold and ſilver, 
cauſing little trouble, and that but ſeldom, to any other Office in the 
Exchequer. Secing, therefore, no utility accruing to the Public from 
the Office of the Chamberlains beyond the labour of a ſingle clerk, 
but on the contrary a conſiderable charge incurred annually in ſup- 
porting two Chamberlains and a Tally Cutter, three ſinecures, at 
the expence in the year 1780, of L. 1412: 2: 10, and the whole 
Office at the expence of L. 3064: 9: 6, we are of opinion, that 
public prudence requires the ſuppreſſion of this Office, and the ſub- 
ſtitution of another kind of reccipt in the place of the Tally. 

The chief, if not only preſent duty of the Uſher, is to ſupply the 


Treaſury and Exchequer with ſtationery and turnery ware, and a va- 


riety of other articles, and the Exchequer with coals, and to provide 
workmen for certain repairs : he is as it were a factor to theſe Offices, 
for particular neceſſaries, on all which he has a profit. The amount 
of the Four Liberates, which contained all the articles provided by 
him, with the bills for repairs, in the year 1780, was L. 14, 440: 3: 6, 
out of which the profits to the Uſher were L. 5252: 8:43 ſo that 
ſuppoſing all theſe articles could have been purchaſed, and the repairs 
done as cheap without the intervention of the Uſher, (and no reaſon 
appears why they might not), the Public paid L.14,440: 3: 6 for 

what were really worth but L. 9187 :15 : 2 ; that is, near 40 per cent. 
more than they would have paid had no ſuch Office exiſted as that of 
the Uſher, PL 
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As whatever is wanted for public uſe, ſhould be purchaſed at the firf 


hand, and at as cheap a rate as may be, we think it neceſſary for the 
public intereſt that the Office of the Uſher of the Exchequer ſhould 
be diſcontinued, as expenſive and unneceſſary; and that every principal 
Officer ſhould procure all articles requiſite for his own department, 
and for that purpoſe be paid by the Public an annual allowance pro. 
portioned to the wants of his Office; a method now practiſed in the 
Paymaſter General's Office, and in various other Offices, ; 

The Tellers is one Office, at the head of which are placed Four 
Officers independent of each other, cach preſiding over his own diftin& 
diviſion, but none of them contributing to the execution of any part 
of the buſineſs. It is expedient, that in an Office of this importance, 
ſome perſon of rank and reſponſibility ſhould preſide, to ſuperintend, 
direct, and control the execution, with au appointment adequate to 
his conſequence and ſtation in the official ſcale, leaving to ſubordinate 
officers and miniſters the laborious detail of the execution; but no 
advantage 1s derived to the Public from placing four inoperative of- 
ficers at the head of this one Office. TE 

Judging then, as we muſt do, ſolely by the rule of public frugality, 
and ſuppoſing the Nation to ſtand in need of every practicable re- 
trenchment, and conſequently to require the reduCtion of every uſeleſs 
and expenſive office, we are led neceſſarily to conclude, that as the 

ublic ſervice receives no aſſiſtance or advantage from the labours of 
the Tellers, and the public treaſure will find a conſiderable increaſe 


from their emoluments, the public intereſt requires their number ſhould 
be reduced. 


Whatever reaſons there may be for continuing theſe and other of- 


fices mentioned above ; whether drawn from policy or expedience, 
as a reſource for the reward of ſervices, in preference to penſions; or 
from juſtice, for continuing them during the lives of the preſent poſ- 
ſeſſors only in favour of the rights of private property; or whether 
it would be proper to change them again from offices for life to of- 
fices during pleaſure ; all theſe are topics not within the limits of 
our commiſſion, but for the diſcuſſion of the Legiſlature, whoſe deli- 
berations comprehend arguments drawn from every ſource ; but in 
whatever ſhape they may be permitted to continue, every reaſon of 
prudence demands the reduction of their emoluments, from an exceſs, 
to a reaſonable limited ſtandard. 

There are likewiſe in this Office of the Tellers, four officers under 
the denomination of Second Clerks, who are merely nominal, with- 
out attendance, without buſineſs, care, or trouble; but they have fees, 
and to no inconfiderable amount. In the year 1780, the total of them 
was L.5518:8: 4, and were either paid to, or to the uſe of the per- 
ſons named to theſe offices, or increaſed the profits of the Tellers 
themſelves, 

Whatever pretenſions a Superior Officer. may have to an exemption 
from duty and ſervice, a Sinecure is repugnant to the idea of the 
condition of a Clerk in Office ; and therefore we are of opinion, that 
common ſenſe requires the ſuppreſſion of the offices of the Second 
Clerks to the Tellers. | a 
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The emoluments of theſe Offices are ranged under the heads of 
falaries, fees, and gratuities. From examination into the ſtate of the 
ſalaries, many of them appear to be made up of a variety, and ſome- 
times of very ſmall payments arifing out of different funds ; all 
which is contrary to that ſimplicity and regularity that ought to be 
obſerved in every Office, and may be eafily correQed by a regulation 
hereafter propoſed. | 

The Fees are either ſums paid for tranſaQting particular kinds of 
official buſineſs, or a poundage : the firſt ſort of fees fall, in many 
caſes, very heavy upon individuals ; in ſome caſes they fall upon the 
Public. It would be much for the benefit of both, as well as for the 
honour of Government, that all perſons employed in the public ſer- 
vice, and who muſt of neceſſity have recourſe to Offices for inftruc- 
tions, inſtruments, and other official buſineſs eſſential to the execution 
of their employments, ſhould be furniſhed with all neceſſary materials, 
and;have their buſineſs done in every Office without fee or reward; the 
regulation herein after ſuggeſted, will, if adopted, be attended with 
this good effect. 

The Poundage is the moſt fruitful ſource of fees to moſt of the ſu- 
perior, and to ſome of the inferior officers : it is a payment after 
ſome certain rate in the pound, upon the ſum received or iſſued”; or 
contained in ſome official inftrument made out in the Office, and de 
livered to the ſame perſon applying. 

In ancient times, when the tranſaction was an actual delivery of 
money, and that money conſiſted of coin of various denominations and 
value, and poſſibly clipt, or of doubtful weight, the trouble and at- 
tention of the perſon employed in the receipt or payment, increaſed 
with the ſum ; and therefore, the poundage was a mode of reward that 
bore a proportion to the labour: But in theſe times, when all money 
tranſactions are carried on by the medium of caſh, not by the tale or 
weight of current coin, but by the ſubſtitution of paper, by caſh-notes, 
drafts, or bills to any amount, ſince the clear and conciſe method of 
the debtor and creditor accompt has been ſo univerſally introduced to 
practice, an inereaſe in the magnitude of the ſums, though to vaſt a- 
mount, 1s the addition of a Fw figures, or of a few entries only, 
and the increaſe of trouble ariſing from it is too inconfiderable to be 
eſtimated. The examination of Mr Cowper, who attends daily at 
the Exchequer on the part of the Bank, ſhews with what eaſe, per- 
ſpicuity and exactneſs, the various and moſt extenſive receipts and 
payments of the public revenue are tranſacted there by the interven- 
tion of the Bank, with whom the principal Offices of mos and 
ſeveral of the greater Accomptants, keep their caſh. The tranſaQtions 
there, of each day, are carried on, not in coin told or weighed by 
the Tellers, but by the interchange of caſh-notes, or by the bare 
entries of the ſums received and paid ; and that accompt being made 
up, when the tranſactions of the day are finiſhed, the . only is 
either taken out of, or depoſited in the Tellers cheſts, in Exchequer 
bills, or labelled bags of caſh, according as that balance turns out in 
favour of or againſt the Bank. | 
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Beſides this facility in conducting money-tranſaQions, a courſe of 
years has introduced, and very rapidly within theſe few years, another 
| alteration moſt ſenſibly felt in this payment by poundage. In its eſta. 
bliſhment, the revenue of this kingdom was not confiderable, and the 

rofits of the poundage exceeded not the earnings of the Officer ; but 
in theſe later times, the neceſſities of the State have required a re- 
venue far beyond the imagination of our anceſtors. In the year under 
contemplation, the receipt cf the Exchequer was L. 31,821,195, the 
iſſue L. 30,384,838, on pear üxteen millions, was a poundage paid to 
different branches of that Office, amounting, as much of it as could be 
extracted from the returns, and which is not the whole, to L. 62,225, 
of which much the greateſt part was paid to Officers for tranſacting 
either very little or no buſineſs at all. The total of the emoluments 
accruing in that year to the ineffective Officers of Exchequer, amount- 
ed to L. 45,332. 

But the exceſs of this poundage reaches beyond the ſuperior claſs; 
it ſwelled the profits of a ſingle officer, not the Principal in the de- 
part ment, to a ſum nearly equal to what ſupported an entire Office of 
equal expenditure for the whole year. The nett actual receipt of the 
Caſhier alone, in the Pay-oſñice of the Army, was L. 7175: 19:6. 
The nett receipt of the whole Pay- ofſice of the Navy, was L. 7938; 
and it would have been inferior to that of the Caſhier, had he, at the 
time of his examination, received the whole of his income for that 

car, 

l Since then, on the one hand, the improvements of the age have 
taken away the foundation upon which the ſpecics of reward was 
built, it is but reaſonable the ſuperſtructure ſhould fall with it; and, 
on the other hand, the exigencies of the age having converted what 
was deſigned to be the reward of induſtry, into the means of render- 
ing ſome offices Jucrative to exceſs, and of ſypporting others that are 
uſeleſs to the Public ; the Subject has a right to be relieved of that 
burden; and therefore all poundage fees of every kind ſoever, ſhould 
be ſuppreſſed, and totally aboliſhed : And of this opinion was the 
Privy Council ; who, by their order in the year 1695, above alluded 
to, ſhewed their ſenſe of a poundage, by directing it, in inſtances 
therein mentioned, to be ſuppreſſed in the Office of the Treaſurer 
of the Navy. 

The remaining head is that of Gratuities; a ſpecies of emolument 
very liable to abuſe. It may be a reward for civility, favour, or 
extra ſervice ; it may be alfo the purchaſe of undue preference, expe- 
dition, and, in ſome caſes, procraſtination, Flowing, at firit; from the 
liberality of opulence, the oftentation of vanity, or the deſign of cun- 
ning, it very ſoon aſſumes the name of cuitom, and becomes a claim, 
ſubmitted to, to avoid the imputatian of meanneſs, and frequently to 
the great inconvenience of contracted circumſtances ; nor is it con 
fined to individuals only, the public pay their ſhare, In the payments 
ot of the deductions of twelye-pence in the pound, there are two ar- 
ticles, waking L. 653: 12 :8, diſtributed by the Paymaſter-General 
of the Forceg in gratuities. The public voice unites with that of in- 

hb, | | dirxiduals 
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dividuals in demanding a ſuppreſſion of 4 fpecies of emolument fo 
caſily perverted to purpoſes injurious to the intereſt of both. 

But there is one other ſort of gratuity that requires particular ob- 
ſervation ; that is, what is paid to the Officers and Clerks in the Pay- 
office of the Navy and Army for carrying on and making up the ac- 
compts of the Treaſurer and Paymaſter-General after their reſigna- 
tion. It ſhould ſeem, that in every office of accompts, the balancin 
the books every year, and as ſoon as poſſible after the expiration 00 
that year, is a duty incumbent upon the perſons employed in that office; 
or difficulty, confuſion, and ignorance of the real ſtate of their accompts 
muſt enſue. It is an eſſential part of their conſtant yearly buſineſs, for 
which their annual ſtipends are, or ſhould be, an adequate reward; and 
the Preſiding Officer is bound to ſee that this buſineſs is done. But 
in theſe two Offices, a different ſyſtem has prevailed. During the time 
the Treaſurer or Paymaſter General has continued in office, not one 
of his years accompts has been ever made up: And it has been the 
intereſt of the Officers not to make them up : if they had, it muſt 
have been conſidered as a part of their official buſinefs, and paid for 
their yearly emoluments ; but by delaying it for ten or ſifteen years, 
they crave on the ground of cuſtom, kx obtain of the Treaſury, a 
ſpecial allowance for this buſineſs, as for extra ſervice they were not 
bound to perform. —The final accompts of Lord Holland ending in 
June 1765 are at length near being cloſed, and the Treaſury x Ag 
ance for making them up craved and allowed. This recent tranſaction, 
completed ſince the iſſuing our precept for an accompt of theſe allow- 
ances, conſiſts of the Memorial to the Treaſury by the Acting Exe- 
cutor of Lord Holland ; in the diſtribution of L. 11,320 amongſt the 
officers, and the ſum of L.3665:10:6 for incidental charges, craved 
by the Memorial; and his Majeſty's warrant authoriſing theſe allow- 
ances. If the profits of this office laſt year equalled the profits of 
the preceding year, as they probably did, the addition of this allow- 
ance would have increaſed the actual neat receipt of the whole office 
to L. 34,881:1:8, and that of the Caſhier only to L. 9825: 19 : 6,. 
and if he had received all his fees, to L. 11,039 : 158.—The Memo- 
rial ſtates theſe accompts to be intricate and voluminous, and to 
amount to above L. 4, 590, ooo; notwithſtanding which, they have 
been made up by the Officers and Clerks mentioned in the diftribution, 
without any expence to the Public for additional aſſiſtance or allow- 
ance. If they have been made up in the courſe of theſe laſt years, the 
load of annual current buſineſs in this Office during the time of Lord 
Holland, could have been no impediment to their being made up at 
that time, or ſoon after his reſignation, and with much greater eaſe, 
whilſt the tranſactions were recent and freſh in their memories. 

There ſtill remain to be made up, the accompts of four Treaſurers 
of the Navy, to the amount of L. 58,944,588 and of three Paymaſters 
General of the Forces, amounting to L. 4,666,875, excluſive of the 
Treaſurer and Paymaſter General in office: To the firſt of whom has 
been iſſued, to the zoth of September 1780, L. 16,781,217; and to 
the latter, to the end of the ſame year, L. 43,253,911 ; and not one 
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year's accompt of either are completed: So, of the money iſſued to 
the Navy L. 75,725,805, and of the money iſſued to the Army 
L. 47,920, 786, together L.123,646,5g1, not including L.10,647,188 
iſſued to the Navy, and L. 8,121,000 to the Army, to the end of the 
laſt year, is as yet unaccounted for. And for the making up of theſe 
accompts, if this cuſtom is to continue, Nine more gratuities are to 
be craved of the Public. How much, then, does it behove them, that 
this evil ſhould be corrected !— an evil that furniſhes another weighty 
reaſon in addition to thoſe urged in our former Reports, for proceed- 
ing immediately to bring forward the long Arrears in the Accompte 
of theſe Offices, in order for their ſpeedy completion.
